LOCAL TAXATION ON MINES, QUARRIES, &ce. 


Srr,—The present session of Parliament will prove interesting to the 
owners of mines, coal pits, quarries, &c., as bills are to be introduced 
which will affect both Scotland and England. In Scotland all mines are 
rateable. The Lands Valuation Act enrolls the amount paid for lordship 
rent. In all other cases all subjects are entered and charged upon the an- 
nual valae—whether shops, houses, mills, canals, or railways. Mineral 
lessees alone pay taxation upon what is their stock in trade. Then, the 
different taxes are assessed upon the basis of the valuation roll, so that one 
firm, A. and J. Faill, who are whinstone quarrymen, pay for Glasgow 
police 148/., and their whinstone rent is assessed for poor rates 141/., and 
these have been paid this present year, 1865-66. In vain have they re- 
presented to the Lord Provost how iniquitously this taxing presses on their 
trades, and the Lord Provost is this week in London, seeking to pass the 
City Improvement Bill, which will add 402. to their present enormous 
police assessments. 

Mr. M. Dualop, the member for Greenock, is about to bring in a bill on 
the Land Valuation (Scotland), founded on the report of the Select Com- 
mittee of last session. That committee considered every kind of rental ex- 
cept lordship rents; and as they had no evidence before them on the sub- 
ject, the report overlooks the fact that the annual value is given on every 
other subject, and in these alone the Valuation Roll does not represent the 
annual value. ‘There is no time to lose for the owners and lessees of mi- 
nerals to move. It is obvious that the fixed mineral rent is not the an- 
nual value, because frequently each lordship rent is paid when the output 
is but limited, and the lordship rent is a dona fide purchase, and the manu- 


| county of any importance, was inferior, and the locality obtained a bad 
name from that circumstance; it is true also that most of the veins hith- 
erto discovered are small, but I unhesitating aver, and can any day show, 
slate from the small quarries of Henllys, Sealyham (not in work), and Long- 
house, equal in colour and quality to any from North Wales. If small 
veins of good quality exist, why not also large ? I believe they only await 
discovery. I will also show slab from Trwynllwyd Quarry, superior in 
quality to any raised in North Wales, and the same from Glog. There is 
also a peculiar kind of slate raised in a quarry called Gilfach, on the bor- 
ders of Pembrokeshire and Carmarthen, very tough, and strong, and dur- 
able, and which fetches nearly double the price of ordinary North Wales 
slate, and a fair slab is produced at Ddanderwyd, but the vein is small. 
That the slate in Pembrokeshire will again obtain a bad name, and the 
development of the country receive a check, I do not doubt, in consequence 
of the numerous companies got up to work bad veins, and for the benefit 
of promoters and directors; but if the character of the country is not ruined 
by these reckless schemes, I predict a great future for slate quarrying in 
Pembrokeshire. A brief account of all the quarries in the county, their 
history, and the character of all known slate veins, is in the press, and will 
shortly be published.

The importance of the subject 
is admitted by every thoughtful person, and by your correspondents,

Then, the police rates are justly payable by the occupant of a 
house, whose property is protected, but the mineral lessee has nothing to | 
be protected, and, if any proportion of police rates is payable upon his | 
rental at all it should come from the landlord, whose property is rendered 
valuable by the lessee’s energy and skill. 

I shall be very glad to have the opinion of your mineral correspondents 
how best to combine to render any movement effectual.

FREEING GAS FROM COAL MINES. 


Srr,—In last week’s Journal, Mr. J. G. Williams says I must have over- 
looked his offer to meet me at any time or place. No, I have not; but 
as I am only a servant my time is not my own, and as I could not, like 
Mr. Williams, incur any uaonecessary expense. I thought it would be best 
to discuss the matter in the columns of the Mining Journal, and which 
course will have the very great advantage of keeping all those who are in- 
terested—colliery owners, managers, &c.—informed as to the value of 
the proposition, and its progress towards development. But I am quite 





willing to make one of a party to meet Mr. Williams, and give his inven- 
tion a trial. Mr. Williams says, if I can remove such a quantity of gas in 
so short a time, why do I allow such large areas of gas to accumulate in 
the old workiags; simply because I cannot see any useful or practical plan 
for removing it. Mr. Williams says that the preservation of life ought to 
far outweight economy and expedition. Yes; so say I, and it is always 
the first consideration with me to know that all has been done that can 
be done in order to render the mine safe. But I do not see any wisdom 


in incurring expense when no practical good is likely to be gained by 
so doing, forif Mr. Williams could remove all gas from the old workings, 
I do not see that he could render the miner safer than he is at present. 
Mr. Williams says if his system were carried out with the strictest su- 
pervision it would be possible for the men to work with naked lights. I 
hope he has well considered the thing over before making this bold asser- 
tion; for if anyone should be led to act upon his suggestion in a fiery mine 


it might prove a serious matter at some future time. I stated before that 
we have had several sudden outbursts of gas, which completely filled the 
place in a ycry short time. Now, I do not know of any rale that has yet 
been discovered by which we can tell the minute, the hour, the day, the 
week, the month, nor even the year, when we are about to come upon 
these sudden outbursts of gas. It has been stated that the late explosion 
at Wigan is supposed to have taken place from one of these sudden out- 
bursts; if it were so my conviction is that it would not have taken place if 
they had been using Stephenson’s lamps. 

I will now suppose a case, We will suppose someone has adopted Mr. 
Williams’s plan, and that he has removed all gas from the old works, and, 
thinking that they were out of danger, they have commenced working 
with naked lights: all upon a sviden, some day, a large outburst of gas 
takes place, and completely fills the workings in a few minutes. Could 
Mr, Williams gather this gas to one point, without letting it come in contact 
with the naked lights, when, perhaps, there might be lights upon the very 
spot where it broke out? It aiso might have to pass naked lights on its way 
to the point of Mr. Williams’s magnet. If he can master this point with- 
out causing an explosion, then I say he is deserving of the greatest assist- 
ance and praise that is possible for the mining population to bestow upon 
him; but if he cannot conquer this point I am afraid his invention will be 
of very little ase, for it is from these sadden outbursts that most explosions 
take place. and we can guard against them only by the use of good safety- 
lamps. When we know that gas exists in the old workiogs we can 
guard against it, but, when it rashes upon us from some point where we 
did not know that it existed, I cannot see that we can ever be safe with 
naked lights. I hope Mr. Williams will notice this point very minutely 
in nis next.—Barnsley, Feb. 19. GeorGce ADcRoFT, 


OIL AND COKE FROM COAL AND SLACK. 

Srr,—A more efficient and practical arrangement than that described 
by Mr. Nicholas it is scarcely possible to conceive, but I am at a loss to 
discover, even from the last published details, the exact points in which 
the new process differs from processes generally in use. It appears to me 
that he simply proposes to employ fire-clay retorts, almost identical with 
those at present used in many gasworks; and if this be so, I should suppose 
that there would be great risk of the gaseous vapours reaching the con- 
denser in the form of fixed gas instead of condensable oily vapour. Bat 
assuming, which I think may be fairly assumed, that this is a difficulty 
which can he readily got over, I think there would be no chance of getting 
a hard eoke without sacrificing mach oil—indeed, we can get a maximum 
yield of good oil and an or linary gas-coke which is well known to be little 
better than cinier. Every step towards the improvement of the quality of 
the eoke mast he atrenied with a dimination of the yield of oil. and in 
most cases with more than a corresponding diminotion. If Mr. Nicholas 
can really ‘convert soft coke into hard coke of great purity, and obtain an 
alditiona!l quantity,” without sacrificing the oil, there will, of course, he « 
real advantage; but il the oil is to be sacrificed, | cannot bat think that it 
is better to continue to get out all the oil. Asto prodacing the oil.at 258 
per ton, I doubt whether the quantity of Wigan coal containing 1 ton of 
oil could be obtained for the amount. H. J. C.

these are allowed to interfere with the mental progress of the young 
people of the Principality. 

I must say I do not like such suspicious persons as ‘‘ N. B.,”” who speak 
8 disparagingly of one of the most venerable institutions in this country. 
I* the Geological Society could be formed better apart from the National 
Eisteddfod, then why does not ‘N. B.” take the lead; or at all events 
do something besides finding fault with others, who have summoned a 
little more courage than himself ia coming forward to advocate the neces- 
sity of the society, and according to his inference, at least, less capable of 
doing so than himself ? 

I consider that the introduction of geology, as a section, as apart of the 
proceedings of the Eisteddfod highly desirable, and m»st have a beneficial 
effect upon the ‘‘ masses of the people,” even though they “ readily heated 
into fanaticism,” including your correspondent, “‘ N. B.” 

If your correspondent, “ N. B.,” ever attended an Eisteddfod, he must 
know that any proceeding connected with geology is not intended, except 
for such as wish to join that particalar section. Are there not amongst 
the masses, I may say, hundreds of men who have had the opportunities 
of observing strange facts bearing upon the science of geology, but for want 
of knowing the rudiments of the science, we lose the benefit of their expe- 
rience ? What a blessing it would be to see all workmen in the slate quar- 
ries of Carnarvonshire, the lead mines of Cardiganshire and the coal fields 
taking particular interest in geology, and instead of throwing aside fossil 
remains, so numerous in Wales, they would take them carefully home for 
examination. This is what I should consider the chief aim and object of 
introdacing the science to the notice of the ‘masses ” at the National 
Eisteddfod. There are several societies existing in Wales, and on the 
borders, that if adopted in the chief towns, such as Bala, Dolgellan, Aber- 
ystwith, and many others, would do a great deal of good. 

Look, for instance, at the Oswestry and Welshpool Naturalists’ Field 
Club, the Malvern Club, and others of the like, what profitable results ac- 
erue from their meetings. I hear, also, of another society, to be called 
the “ Denbighshire and Flintshire Geological Society,” promoted by men 
who know the importance of geological science for Wales. Now, the for- 
mation of some dozen more societies of the same naturé all over Wales 
would go far to achieve the object; we might then begin to talk about 
**A Geological Society for Wales,” having prepared the way through 
the medium of the local societies, and then seeking the assistance of the 
Geological Society of London, or the School of Mines. Such men as Sir 
Roderick Marchison and Professor Ramsay know well the mineral wealth 
of Wales, and the importance of teaching the young people geology, and 
if a fair representation were made to them by an influential body from 
Wales, we might safely rely upon their patronage and support, as well as 
many others, Fellows of the society, natives and residents in Wales. 

At present, what can be done? I shall be glad to join ““N. B.” and 
Samuel Jenkins in exhibiting or presenting the Chester Eisteddfod with 
a collection of fossils, not from the Welsh rocks only, but from the chief 
formations of this country, thus giving an opportunity of bringing this 
matter more prominently before the notice of the people than hitherto has 
been done.— 25, 21, J. E. Tuomas, F.G.S. 


A GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY FOR WALES. 

Srr,—The letter of “ N. B.,” in last week’s Journal, calls for a few 
remarks from me. The few words I applied to him in my last have had 
a most wonderful effect, as they have aroused him from a lethargy of 
months, favouring you with a thundering letter, and myself with a few 
complimentary remarks. Surely, a word in time creates nine, 

‘*N. B.” is at a loss to understand what I meant by a relapse rather 
apparent than real. Will he take an illustration from volcanic geology? 
When one of the great volcanoes, such as Etna or Vesuvius, are about to erupt they 
give several silent shocks,in a “arning manner; then there is a relapse, which may 
last for days. Bat of what kind? Would “N. B.” be willing to go to the verge of the 
crater during the relapse? I doubt not, because he would undoubtedly know there 
would be explosive agencies silently working in the crater, which may at any moment 
barst out, and convey his sacred person miles off with the irresistable flood of java, or 
throw him up Into ihe air with the scoria, and when he got down would be go injared 
as to be worthiess in promoting the object of our anxiety. A sad catastrophe! A 
thing more apparent than real, then, Is when it appears or assumes one thing and 
really is another, when a snob affects to be a gentleman, or when a person is a friend by 
word and a foe at heart. 

After stripping ‘*N. B.’s” letter of its sarcasm, the gist of it can be contained in the 
following sentences :— Wales, above all other countries, ought to have a Geological So- 
clety. The National Eisteddfod is not adapted to promote such a society. It mast be 
started on its own footing. On the first of these, of course, we are perfectiy agreed ; 
oor views, and even our language, are strikingly coincident. On the last two, I am 
afraid, we have two opinions. “N.B ,” Sir, I think is mistaken when he asserts the 
Eisteddfod (meaning, of course, the council of the Eisteddfod) has no sympathy with 
the Society. Did not Rector Griffiths show, at Aberystwith Eisteddfod, that he had 
ateat sympathy with the scheme; and Is not the promise of ample scope to discuss the 
matter at Chester a guarantee they have some sympathy withas? Indeed, the council 
themselves assured me they had sympathy with the idea, and would do all in their 
power to promote it; and I apprehend that gentiemen tn the position of Rector Griffiths, 
Haugh Owen, Canon Williams, &c., are too honourable to say one thing and mean an- 
other. We did not anticipate having any assistance or sympatny from the poetical fac- 
tlon of the Eisteddfod, When at the iast meeting of the congress of bards we asked 
permission’to introdace the scheme, grave Nefydd and playfal Gian Alun objected, on 
the grounds that the subject was not fitting, and that there would be time to discuss it 
at Chester. Indeed, there is so mach difference between poetry and science, that, asa 
rule, where one thrives the other dves net. True science deals with hard facts, from those 
facta deducts principles, and apon those principies builds ap its magnificent fabric, im- 

vutable as eternity itself. On theother hand, poetry loves to ramble anfettered among 
flowers, haunted streams, hills and dales, to soar wiidiy over the whole space of Heaven; 
it gives to— “ Afry nothings 
A .ocal habitation and a name.” 
Consequently, there cannot be real sympathy between two pursuits so unlike each 
other; bat surely it would be Illogical to conciade, because some individuals belonging 
to the Eisteddfod are ao disposed, al! are ao, This, [ need not remind “ N, B.,” would 
be drawing a general conclusion from particular premises. 

Avaio, “NB” thinks the Eisteddfod is not the proper place to start the Society, 
and the way he proves this is rather curious. He says the visitors at the Elsteddfod 
become 80 excited by the orations, music, &c., they would not listen to any geological 
discussions. Possibly so, and for my part I would not offer to troable them with any, 
as this would imply turning the Eisteddfod itself into a Geological Society—a feat, I 
am afraid, difficult of accomplishment. Bat did it not enter the mind of “ N. B.” that 
the Society could be formed in connection with the Eisteddfod, ag a branch of it, having 
its own council, secretary, &c.,and its own time for meetings, lectures, and excursions ? 
As to the Elsteddfod being a proper place to start with, we mast measure it by the 
golden rnle—according to its fraits. What influence can the Eisteddfod hare on the 
Principality that seo many thousands frequent it every year, if it did not do some good? 
It has its faults, but with all ite fanits the nation love it still,and they would certainly 
look with favour on anything started under its auspices. Further, do not Brinley 
Richards, Jonn Thomas, the two Miss Wynnes, and a number of other I!lastrious names 
we might mention, owe, in a great measure, their first start In life to the Elsteddfod? 
Bat “ N. 6.” may object that ait these long to tb» musical world. Troe; and surely 
what it has done in the musical worid can, to some extent, be done in the scientific 
world, were its attention turned that way. 

Pray, what are “ N. B.’s” notions on establishing a Geological Society, when he talks 
of a few individuals starting it? Does he think there are a few individuals, himself 


among the number, {avested with Herculean power, who can, at one mystic, sibyling 
utterance, call the Society into existence from confused chaos? Unfortunately, it is not 
often we meet with individuals—who, like Owen Glendower in King Henry IV., “at 
their nativity the front of heaven was full of fiery shapes, of burning cressets, and at 
their birth the frame and huge foundation of the earth shaked like a coward ”—that 
have this influence, and so we must call in the strength of union ere we succeed in thig 
matter. I consider it would be a miserable affair for a few individuals to attempt thig 
thing. Unless they were rich and liberal they could not find the pecuniary means to 
support it. I do not for a moment imply we should start all at once with a flourishing 
society ; all I contend for is, that we ought to start the society in such a manner as we 
coyld reasonably expect it to succeed, and attract the attention of our miners, quarry. 
men, and colliers. 

“N. B.,” with all his starched dignity, has yet to learn that newspaper reports are 
not always to de depended on, It is trueI got up and made an acknowledgment to the 
President, when he, in his introductory speech, mentioned the formation of a Geological 
Society as one of the subjects to be discussed; bat this is not the wholetrath, “ N.B.” 
blames me for not improving the opportunity by making a speech ; a very polite idea 
to stand up and make a speech when the President had not finished his own. Had [ 
attempted this [ would inevitably have sunk as low as zero in the estimation of every. 
one present, Had “ N. B.” known all, he would know I did a little more than the 
newspaper reports have it, “ get up and politely bow to the President.” 

But “ N. B.,” by his own showing, has laboured to bring geology into notice, and ig 
a well-wisher of the scheme. As such he will be a valuable person to promote it. Yet 
I cannot help deploring that hitherto his confession and actions do not altogether agree, 
Why does he adopt the Esquimax fashion of shooting his keen arrows behind the bush? 
If “N. B.” be a true friend of science, why not show it openly? This course 
would be manly and business-like. I am sorry having to cross swords with bim like 
this at the very threshold, yet I hope we may meet at Chester, where he will have an 
opportunity of displaying his discussing abilities, which he lost at Aberystwith. And 
if we do not meet there, I hope we shall meet at latest at the inauguration of the So. 
ciety; and when we know each other better we may possibly be better iriends. We 
are agreed as to the necessity and utility of the Society, and surely we can give up our 
minor for its good.— Feb. 20, SAMUEL JENKINS,

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CORNISH TIN MINING. 


Srr,—That the tin mines of Cornwall are passing through a season of 
fearful depression, no one conversant with the true state of affairs will for 
amoment doubt. The present deplorable condition of things is, however, 
we think, brought about, not by the poverty of the mines, nor by an over 
supply of tin, but mainly by the fluctuating and unsatisfactory disposal of 
our produce. The fact is, we are at the tender mercies of the smelters, 
who knock the price up or down, as the case may be, to suit their purpose, 
thus acquiring princely fortunes for themselves. On the other hand, the 
men who adventure their capital, and who possess the brains and pluck to 
raise the ore, obtain but a meagre pittance for their toil, and have to con- 
tend with a fearful monopoly, which has for a long time existed. As was 
justly observed by a writer in the Journal a fortnight since, it is a one- 
sided trade, the miners having no voice in the sale of their produce. 

The smelters find it to their advantage to meet once a month, and at 
these meetings not only to fix the standard, but, it is believed, the produce 
also; and, consequently, the price to half-a-crown a ton, at which price 
all ores shall be purchased, thus setting at nought the assay of any parti- 
cular man, or real value of any particular parcel; whilst, on the other 
hand, the miners have no organisation whatever—make no effort to better 
their position—but are content to take jast what the smelters please to 
give. They embrace the advice of a well-known statesman—“ Rest, and 
be thankful.” This treatment has now become insufferably hot. Let the 
whole matter be taken under careful review, and faithfully exposed, and 
it will be seen that the tin prodacer is badly served by the smelter; for 
these smelters have acquired immense fortunes out of our tin—not by the 
great ability, indomitable perseverance, and mechanical appliances which 
are required to bring the ore to surface, but in the comparatively insigni- 
ficant process of simply converting the ore into metal, and putting it into 
the market. 

We trust that all who love tin mining will give this matter their grave 
consideration, and, aided by the land proprietors of the county, who are 
largely interested in the welfare of our mines, and who will, I have no 
doubt, come to the help of their lessees, will extricate themselves at once 
from this slavish yoke, which at the present moment imperils the very ex- 
istence of our Cornish mines, 

The writer has sold—no, not sold, for he had no voice—has delivered 
more than half a million sterling worth of tin ore to the smelters, and 
though he still loves tin mining as much as ever, is thoroughly digusted 
with this crushing system.—/?d. 21. Tin MINER.

THE GAS-HEAT AND PURE LIGHT COMPANY. 

S1r,—I have not the happiness of being a constant reader of the Jour- 
nal of Gas Lighting, Water Supply, and Sanitary Improvement. It 
was, therefore, by the merest accident that I was made aware, through a 
friend, of the “ honourable mention” accorded to me in the columns of 
the above journal of this day’s date. The notice is contained in an edi- 
torial ‘* Circular to Gas Companies.” Mark the bearing of the address. 
It is to companies, not consumers; and the author appears to write in the 
character of their advocate. He evidently assumes that in my patents, 
and in the Gas-Heat and Pare Light Company, there is a cloud on the 
horizon—a something likely to be detrimental to great veste! interests, in 
which he may be indirectly concerned—and, like a skilful cook, he pro- 
ceeds to concoct a dish that may tickle the palate of hissupporters. After 
first briefly stating the general object of the company, he refers to my 
printed statement, and informs his readers that I ‘* boast” of the immense 
advantages that cannot fail to attend the taking of shares in the company, 
It is truly a matter of regret that powerful writers, and disinterested cri- 
tics, will not use proper terms in giving publicity to their views, but will 
insist on construing a plain and truthful statement into a mere ‘ boast,” 
and for no other reason than that they cannot combat that statement in 
detail, and despair of otherwise upsetting it. The next feature in this in- 
structive criticism is rather comical. ‘I'he writer first declares that there 
is “ a difficulty in discovering in mhat the invention really consists;” and 
then, after acknowledging his difficulty in this respect, he speaks as though 
cognizant of all the facts, and says ‘‘it can scarcely be put forward as a 
new invention,”’ because—the reader will notice the connection between 
cause and effect—the plan of making gas by the decomposition of water 
by passing it over incandescent coke or iron, and afterwards naphthalising 
the gas to make it luminiferous has been so often tried, and as frequently 
failed, that it can scarcely be put forward again as a new invention. 

The writer then flies off at a tangent to fire a passing shot—no doubt as 
an agreeable variety—at ‘‘ The Tan Gas, and Charcoal Company,” which 
he says “ was launched from the same prolific factory.” I, individually, 
know nothing whatever about the ‘Tan Company,” but I do happen to 
know something about the factory here spoken of. I believe it was this 
very factory that a short time since launched an effective broadside at an 
important public paper, and that the recipient of this heavy weight of legal 
metal has been chewing the bitter cud of discontent ever since, and losing 
no opportanity of endeavouring to return the compliment, even in the 
smallest coin. So for this, and other reasons, I am to suffer shipwreck 
through “ Jonah,” in the pages of the Journal of Gas Lighting, Water 
Supply, and Sanitary Improvement. The writer finishes by kindly 
warning me of coming destruction, which is to take place, he says, in 
consequence of “‘the rock ahead;” but as neither the character of the 
rock nor its latitude or longitude are given, I can only suppose it is the 
coral reef of vested interests.

THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM. 


S1r,—The Cost-book System is admirable for working mines when pro- | 
perly carried out, although when abused it is the most dangerous system | 
that can be touched; and that being the case, it is the bounden duty of all | 
officials to have the principle strictly adhered to, and to see that at every | 
meeting a call of sufficient amount be made to pay off all debts, otherwise you never | 
know what you are buying in the market. You may, perhaps, buy a share for 2/., little 
thinking there isa debt of 27. upon it. In all cases where debts are allowed to accu- 
mulate longer than from meeting to meeting, the system of management should be ex- 

ed. To my mind, the manner of making out mine accounts is, as a rule, anything | 
but satisfactory. From the statements I receive, it is very rarely indeed that I can | 
ascertain the debts that have been incurred during the months the accounts are made 
up for, simply because there is no revenue account. I think all accounts ought to be 
made out under three heads. First, Revenue Account, which would take in a)l ex- | 
penses incurred during the months the accounts are made up for, and all produce sold, | 
striking a balance of profit and loss. Second, Cash Account, which would take in all 
moneys paid and received. And third, an account of Assets and Liabilities. From these 
you would easily see how matters stood. 

Now, myself and friends, before we purchasd a share, not only look to the position and 
prospects of a mine, but also in whose office the management is, because I am satisfied if 
that be bad thewhole affair is bad—hence secretaries can do a great deal in either encourag- 
ing or discouraging the sale of sharesin the mines in their offices. But it appears that the 
office test is not always to be relied upon, for only in last week’s Journal I find a mine, 
in the office of a secretary in whom I have hitherto had confidence, 8000. in debt, al- 
though only a few months previously the accounts sent to the shareholders showed a 
debit balance of afew pounds only. My surprise upon discovering the existence of such 
a state of affairs was the greater from my confidence in the secretary; and I am sure 
that every secretary will be consulting his best interests in having nothing whatever 
to do with mine accounts made up in an unbusiness-like manner, nor with mines where 
calls are not made at every meeting to pay off existing liabilities. Moreover, a secre- 
tary should on no account allow the arrears of receipts to be made up in advance of the 
expenses.

CONTRACTS WITH PUBLIC COMPANIES. 


S1r,—I noticed a letter in last week’s Journal, with reference to the case 
betwee the Crenver and Wheal Abraham Mining Company and Messrs. 
Willyams and Co., the bankers, in which your correspondent, professing 
to be a shareholder, coincides with the judgment of the Master of the 
Rolls, and expresses his regret that the company should have appealed. As a large 
shareholder, I have given much attention to the working of this company, have watched | 
with great interest the case referred to, and am satisfied that the directors were fully 
justified in appealing against the decision given, which was most certainly, inmy mind, | 
opposed to the evidence, and regarding which the judge had doubts, as shown by his | 
concluding remarks. It appears to me, from the evidence, that the directors have not | 
attempted to deny that the money was paid by the bankers, and a large portion spent | 
on the mines; bat as it was money lent to the contractor, who was bona fide the con- 
tractor, and, consequently, could not be a servant of the company, the directors natu- | 
rally say that this fact could in nowise affect the terms made between him and the | 
company ; and on the contractor's failure the bank, as his creditor, can only receive pay- | 
ment as it would have been made to him under the contract. The company appears to | 
have paid the contractor to the amount of about 56,000/., as per agreement, for work | 
done to that extent, as certified by the engineer of the company. The sum the directors | 
admitted to be due in cash (about 70007.) was, I understand, tendered to the bankers, | 
and refused. I am satisfied that the directors have no animus against the bankers, and 
I have ascertained that they have, on more than one occasion, shown a marked desire 
to come to ar amicable arrangement in the matter. I agree with your correspondent 
in the soundness of the mine, and the great success that would result from the energetic | 
working, if the board were not cramped by this paralysing suit, and which, apparently,

FRANCHISE POLITICAL ON PRODUCTS TERRITORIAL. 


Sir,—I refer to my proposition in the Journal of Feb. 10, as a suitable addition to be 
made (by some M.P.) to the proposition now pending in Parliament for rating (query 
realised) minerals to the relief of the poor. The equity and duty of rating for the poor the 
produce of mines, quarries, collieries, &c., is as sure as is the right of voting for M.P, 
The only disputation at registration may be where the owners of the minerals, &c., are 
not the owners of thesurface soil. Thus, this point may be pre-provided for by the Legis- 
lature enacting that they shall be similarly entitled: if not on 40s., on 80s. anntal in- 
¢omes. This would be but rational and equitable, as there are many settled estates 


whose owners can only grant leases or tack-notes of the surface, nevertheless may and 
do part with the fee of the minerals, &c. Such is the position, &c., of many of the old 
collieries, quarries, &c. I advise adopting “the rating” proposition, and insisting on 
“the voting” addition, as much general good will result of the union.

Meetings of Mining Companies, 


FRANK MILLS MINING COMPANY. 


A quarterly general meeting of shareholders was held at Mr. Murchison’s 
offices, 8, Austinfriars, on Tuesday,—Mr. Lex in the chair. 

The committee’s report, which was taken as read, stated that 275 tons of 
ore had been sold, realising 44537. 16s. 5d. This is about 30 tons less 
than the average samplings, and the committee think it a cause for con- 
gratulation that during the very stormy weather for the past three months 
and in the short days so much ore has been cleaned. The balance brought forward was 
21352, 178. 4d., and the profit on the three months’ working was 12097. 11s.10d.: show- 
ing a credit balance of 33451, 9s. 2d., out of which a dividend of 12502. (5s. per share) 
was proposed to be paid. 

Mr. C. WEscoms (the purser) read the agents’ report, as follows :— 

Feb. 19,—Since the last quarterly general meeting of the adventurers the engine- 
shaft has been completed, and the footway, dividing, casing, and skip-road also put in 
complete to the 130, from which level we are now drawing with the whim. We ex- 
pect to get the tip-plat at this level completed by the latter end of the present week, 
and in about four weeks from that time we hope to reach the western lode; the ground 
throughout this sink, and what we now have in cutting said plat, is of the most fa- 
vourable description for the production of large quantities of lead ore, and as we expect 
the east and west lodes will form a junction, or at least come very near together, we 
may reasonably anticipate good results at this point. The 115 north, on the west lode, 
has been extended, since communicating the rise in the back to the 100 fm. level winze 
for ventilation, &c.,'23 fms., at an average price of 3/. 38. per fm.; the lode throughout 
this drivage has averaged about 244 ft. wide, and has yielded in places from 3 cwts. to 
4 cwts, of good quality lead ore per fm.; it is now in the present end 4 ft. wide, and 
yielding 5 cwis., or 67. per fm., and, we may add, we never saw a more promising lode 
in the mine for the production of lead ore, an early improvement may, therefore, be 
reasonably expected. The shaft now being down tothe 130 we have opened one stope 
in the back of the 115, where the lode is yielding 7 ewts. of lead ore, or 8/. 10s. per fm., 
and stoping at 18s. perfm. The 100 north, on the west lode, has been extended 11 fms. 
2 ft., at an average price of 2/. 9s. per fm,; we are now obliged to suspend this end 
from want of air, it being so far in advance of the other ends. A winze has been com- 
menced in the bottom of this level to communicate with the 115; after the completion 
of which we shall be in a position to resume the 100 fm. level end north, or cross-cut 
east, it being doubtful, in consequence of the lode being generally poor in the above 
drivage, whether the main {part may not be still standing in that direction, The 
southernmost of the old stopes in the back of this level is now got up near the 84, where 
the lode is poor; it is, therefore, suspended, and the men put to open a new stope in the 
back still to the south, where the lode will yield 8 cwts. of lead ore, or 9/. 10s. perfm., 
and stoping at 20s. perfm. The two other stopes in the back of this level are yielding 
respectively 7 cwts., or 8/. per fm., and 5 cwts., or 51. 10s. per fm., and stoping at 22s. 
per fm. each. We are driving a cross-cut west from'the 100 south, on the west lode,'to 
prove whether any more lode may be standing in that direction, preparatory to resuming 
theend south. The 45 cross-cut west, north from engine-shaft, has now been extended 
in all 23% fms., having passed through several small branches, the last of which, about 
2 in. wide, dipping west, and carrying good stones of lead ore; this cross-cut is being 
continued, as we believe the main part of the lodetobestillinadvance. Inconsequence 
of the severity and the frequency of the floods we have experienced, our northernmost 
wide stope in the back of the 45 became quite saturated with water, which caused it to 
run together. Weare, however, making good progress in reopening this stope, ard the 
portion of the lode we are now carrying in its accomplishment will yield 1 ton of lead 
ore, or 167. per fathom. The southernmost wide stope in the back of this level has also 
been very troublesome from the same cause, but we are glad to say it is now looking 
better, and we hope soon to get both stopes again in a good state of working. The lode 
in the latter, or south stope, will yield 144 ton, or 24/7. per fm., and stoping at 21s. per 
cubic fathom. We have 10 tribute pitches working by 21 men, at an average tribute 
of 47. 10s. per ton. These pitches, on the whole, are moderately productive, but they 
have been very inconvenient, and spare for working for some time past, from so much 
water continually going down through them from surface. Notwithstanding the very 
great increase of water we have had in the mine, we are much pleased to state that our 
engine-shaft has been sunk without the slighest interruption, and all our works in the 
bottom levels have been carried on without an hour’s hindrance. The total number-of 
persons we have employed in the mine (underground and at surface) is 182.—J. P. 
NicHoLts, J. Connisu, R. ANDREW. 

Mr. C. Wescomp, in explanation of the different points of working bY 
the ground plan and section, said that the two lodes on which they had 
been working were distinct, the western one being rich for silver, and the 
other almost worthless. He had always hoped that when the junction was reached a 
rich course of ore would be met with. If not cut at the 30, which point they had now 
reached, as promised at the last meeting, he (Mr. Wescomb) was of opinion that they 
would have but a few fathoms to drive to do so. 

Capt. NICHOLLS, in reply to a shareholder, said that the northernmost part of the lode 
at the 45 had failen offin value. Thestope at that point had run together in consequence 
of the excessive wet weather that had been experienced daring the past few months. 
They were, however, now driving a level through this run,and hoped to have it in work- 
ing order in about three or four months. The working expenses would be increased by 
the water, certainly, but the stopes were generally taken at 18s., 20s.,and 22s, per fm. ; 
the ground required plenty of timber, and they could not prevent the water percolating 
through It into the different levels, 

A SHAREHOLDER wished for some explanation as to the item in the accounts—dis- 
count and commission.——Mr, Wescoms said that for all the ore sold they were com- 
pelied to take bills at three months; and, as the shareholders were aware, everything 
being charged up weekly, they had no alternative but to discount the ore bilis to meet 
the monthly cost. They were also sometimes obliged to keep a parcel of ore on the mine 
until the purchasers were ready for it, as was the case at the present time,a parce! hav- 
ing been sold to Messrs. Newton, Keates, and Co., which very likely would remain in 
the stores for the next two months, 

Mr. Kino enquired what amount of ore there was on the mine, dressed and under- 
ground ?——Capt. NicHoLts said there was a parcel of 40 tons dressed at surface, and 
underground broken between 60 and 70 tons, 

Mr. Wescoms, in reply to a shareholder, sald they imported their own coal, but dar- 
ing the recent stormy weather they had been obliged to get some from Newport; the 
usual cost per ton to port was about 12s. 6d., to which was to be added Is. 6d. per ton 
for cartage, and making a total cost of 14s. They kept theirown horses and wagons, 
which were used in carrying the ore down to the port, and the coals back. They had 


at present two engines at work—one pumping and the other winding. Up to the pre- ; 


sent winter they had experienced but very little inconvenience from the water, but it 
must be remembered that a great many of the Cornish mines had been flooded, The 
next meeting would be held on the mine. 

Mr. ApaM Murray said that the junction of the lodes, which they were now rapidly 
approaching, at the 130 was ot most considerable importance to the fature of this pro- 
perty. He (Mr. Murray) had carefully examined the ground at that point, and was 
highly pleased with thestratification ; it was the best that he had seen, and was always 
contiguous to productive lodes. He (Mr. Murray) thought there was every chance of 
making a productive mine in such a stratification. 

Capt. NicHoL.s, in reply to a question, stated that the assay was nearly the same as 
for some time past. Their sampling for the quarter would fally equal that for the pre- 
vious quarter, although the first part had fallen off. He (Capt. Nicholls) estimated the 
loss through the wet weather at about 2007, They were burning 35 tons of coals per 
month more than usual, besides extra timber, &c. The mine showed that it was simply 
profit deferred. 

The accounts and report were received and adopted, and a dividend of 5s. per share, 
as proposed, was declared.—A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceed- 
ings.

A general meeting of shareholders was held in Austinfriars, on Tues- 
day, Capt. Capen Coape in the chair. 

The usual preliminaries having been disposed of, Mr. Wescoms (the 
purser) read the statement of accounts, of which the subjoined is an ab- 
stract, and the report of the agents: —

Feb. 19.—Since the last general meeting, held on Aug. 9 last, the 90 fm. level cross- 
cut has been extended 9 fathoms 2 feet, and the west lode intersected, a winze sunk 
from the 75 fm. level, and communicated for ventilation, and the 90 fm. level north 
extended on the course of the lode 35 fms., which will average throughout the distance 
about 2 ft. wide, consisting principally of quartz and white iron, yielding occasional 
squats of lead and blende; the lode now in the end is of much the same size and cha- 
racter; this end is being driven with all speed in order to get forth under the branch of 
jead driven through atthe 75. No, 2 winze, sinking from the 75 to communicate with 
the last-named end, is down 7 fms. ; lode 3 ft. wide, and of a similar character to that 
in the level under. The 90 has been driven south of main cross-cut 10 fms. 2 ft.; the 
lode is 5 ft. wide, composed of barytes, quartz, and white iron. The 75 north has been 
extended 43 fms. ; for the first 20 fms. of this drivage the lodeaveraged 2 ft. wide, chiefly 
white iron an’ quartz, only yielding occastonal stones of lead; at this point a branch 
came in from the east side of the level, and formed a junction with the lode in the end; 
here we had a good bunch of lead upwards of 7 fms. in length, invariably richest to- 
wards the bottom of the level, thus making it appear that our drivage is just on the top 
of a large deposit of lead ; from this point to the present end the lode, although very 
kindly for ylelding large quantities of lead at a deeper level, has only produced squats 
of lead at intervals.

south, a large elvan course has been intersected, which accounts for the lodes being carried 
out of their regular course in this part of the mine. In addition to the above drivages, 
&c., four winzes have been sunk to ventilate the different levels, and 30 fms. of cross- 
cuts driven at various places to intersect and prove the differentlodes. The machinery 
and mine throughout are in good working order. The total number of hands employed

The Curran enquired whether there were any points connected either 
with the working of the mine of with the accounts upon which the share- 
holders required information? Thero were plans and sections of the mine 
upon the wall, one of which was particularly worthy of attention, as showing the exact 





similarity between the character of the lodes in the Frank Mills sett and those in South 
Exmouth; the drawings showed both, and one could not fail to be struck with their 
identity. There was a considerable distance between the westernmost workings in 
Frank Mills and the easternmost in South Exmouth, although each were showa nearer 
the boundary, for fence in mappi 

Mr. ADAM MurRRayY said that the 90 fm. level had been driven some distance south, 
and was a very kindly lode indeed. The 60 fm. level was now driven 160 fms., and he 
hoped ere long that this would be through the elvan. The45 had been driven 280 fms., 
and in the last 100 fms. driving they had been in one of the most magnificent gossans 
that had ever been seen in the district. It had been examined not only by himself, but 
by those who had been for a long period acquainted with both Frank Mills and the ad- 
joining preperties, and it was the unanimous opinion that even in Frank Mills nothing 
of the kind—nothing that gave such favourable indications of a good lode lying below— 
had been met with. The reason that they had not yet met with ore in that direction 
was, he thought, easily accounted for—the surface above falls away so considerably that 
they were really only at a very limited depth. 

The CuaiRMAN understood that Mr. Murray was alluding to the 45, which would 
necessarily te shallow with respect to the surface at the point mentioned; but he would 
be glad if he would give them some particulars as to the lower levels—the 60, the 75, 
and the 90; and also as to the probable dip of the gossan.——Mr, Murray said that in 
the 60 they had about 25 fms. to drive to get into the gossan, which he calculated would 
be done in another two months. This 60 fathom level was very near the elvan course, 
which app d to be ing the lode nearly perpendicularly, and he would be inclined 
to the opinion that there would not be any considerable inclination in the lode, In the 
Liskeard district these elvan courses were always looked upon as forerunners of improve- 
ment in the lode, and it was most probable that the result would be similar in South 
Exmouth, With respect to the next deeper level—the 75—they had to drive that level 
about 55 fms. to get into the same run of ore. The 9¥ was some considerable distance 
behind, but there was a point in connection with the 90 end which was worthy of notice : 
in about 20 fms. driving a large flookan would be intersected, which would let down the 
water from the 75, and Capt. Nicholls was of opinion that the course of ore in that level 
could then be at once sunk upon.———Capt. NicHoLis confirmed Mr, Murray’s statement, 
and expressed his willingness to answer apy questions. 

The CHAIRMAN observed that the next subject for the consideration of the meeting 
was the financial positionof the mine. The purser suggested that the call should be 7s. 
per share, but he thought that a 6s. call would be more agreeable to most of the share- 
holders, and would, therefore, propose a call of that amount. —— Mr, WeEscoms considered 
that it was always desirable to make an adequate call, and would have preferred 7s. to 
6s., but that they could do with the smaller amount he had no doubt. ——The Caatr- 
MAN said that he had also taken into consideration the improving state of the mine— 
he had no doubt that at the next meeting they would be ina better position. ——Mr. 
Wescoms concurred, For himself individually, as he held one-fourth of the shares, he 
could have no great object in making the larger call. 

A call of 6s. per share was then agreed to, and the best thanks of the meeting having 
been voted to the Chairman for his conduct in the chair, the proceedings terminated. 











PROSPER UNITED MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the com- 
pany, Austinfriars, on Monday,—Mr. Patmer in the chair. 

Mr. J. H. Murcuison (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the minutes of the last were approved. 

A statement of accounts for the six months, ending with the costs for 
February, was submitted, which showed a loss of 7447. 13s.10d. The 
liabilities exceeded the assets by 2832/7. 2s. 6d. 

The report of the agent was read, as follows: — 


Feb. 14.—Since the last general meeting, Hand’s engine-shaft has been sunk 8 fms. 
3 ft., making its present depth 90 fms. below adit; the lode during the last 4 fms. sunk 
has increased in size, being now full 3 feet wide, containing stones of copper ore; we 
consider this an important feature in the future operations. The 90, east of Hand’s, has 
been driven 8 fms. 0 ft. 4 in.; the lode is full 244 ft. wide, containing saving work for 
copper and tin, and presenting good indications for an improvement. The 90, west of 
Hand’s, has been driven 7 fms. 0 ft. 7 in.; the loje has been small, but it is now larger, 
and its appearance is such as to lead us to expect a profitably productive lode shortly. 
The 90, west of Louisa’s, has been driven 32 fms. 2 ft.; the lode is small and poor. The 
90 west, on the lode north of the elvan, has been extended 2 fms. 4 ft.4in. The 80, 
west of Hand’s, has been driven 16 fms. 3 ft. 6 in., the lode being productive all the dis- 
tance, averaging for tin and copper 127. per fm.; the lode has been disordered for a few 
feet, but is again improving. Hill’s shaft has been sunk 4 fms.2 ft. The 80, west of 
Hili’s, and the 80, east of Hand’s, has been communicated by driving 7 fms. 5 ft. 6 in. 
The 70, east of Hoskin’s, has been driven 10 fms. 2 ft. 6 in.; the lode is from 3 to 4 ft. 
wide, with saving work for tin; weare nowsinking a winze to come down on this end, 
and we shall then have a very large piece of tribute ground laid open, The 70, east of 
Louisa’s, has been driven 10 fms. 0 ft. 6 in. ; the lode contains at present stones of cop- 
per ore, and shows indications of a promising character. The 70, west of Hand’s, has 
been driven 20 fms. 4 ft. 4 in., laying open tribute ground most of the distance: thelode 
in the end is now 2 feet wide, containing some good tin. The 60, west of Hand’s, has 
been driven 22 fms. 4 ft., and has laid open tribute ground; the lode in the end is now 
1% foot wide, yielding saving work. At the 60 the lode north of the elvan has been 
driven on 19 fms. 1 ft. 7 in., laying open tribute ground. The 50, west of Hand’s, has 
been driven 10 fms. 0 ft. 3 in., opening out some good tribute ground. The 40, west of 
Hand’s, has been driven 28 fms. 4 ft. 9 in., laying open tribute ground also; the lodein 
the end is 2 feet wide, and as this end is the furthest in advance, we consider it an im- 
portant point, and have, therefore, commenced sinking a shaft from surface, to come 
down on the end, to ventilate and give greater facilities for the removal of ores from the 
western part of the mine. The 20, west of Murchison’s, has been driven 7 fms. 4 {t. 6 in.; 
the lode contains saving work for copper, and presents good indicati ns for being profit- 
ably productive when greater depth is attained; we, therefore, intend to sink the shaft 
10 fms. deeper on it at once. There has been 108 fms. 1 ft. 10 in. of ground spent in 
cross-cuts, winzes, &c., making a total of 325 fms. 4 ft. 6 in. spent on tutwork. The 
tribute department consists of 56 pitches, working by 152 men, at an average tribute 
of 11s. 2d. in 12. ; these pitches, on the whole, are yielding about the same quantity of 
copper and tin as for some time past. We have alsoa large quantity of ground now 
idle which can be profitably worked if tin improves in price. For the futare working 
of the mine, we recommend sinking Louisa’s and Hand’s engine-shafts, and driving the 
levels with all practicable dispatch, and we are fully convinced that extensive and 
vigorous development is essential to bring the mine into a profitable state, especially as 
we have such a large quantity of water to contend with; it is now full 10 tons per 
minute, In conclusion, taking into consideration the very promising appearance of the 
ends, we are of opinion that important improvements will soon be met with. At surface 
we have fixed tramroads and made other improvements, and we now consider the mine 
and machinery in excellent working order. Our next sampling will be over 400 tons of 
copper ore, and from 8 to 9 tons of tin, The total number of hands employed on the 
mitt is 420.—JoHNn NicHoLLs, 

The CuairmaN having moved that the report be received and entered 
on the minutes, and that the accounts be passed and allowed, 

Mr. (, Wescoms (the purser) stated that in his report to the share- 
holders in August last he pointed out the serious loss the company had sustained in the 
previous seven months by the reduced prices obtained for tin and copper. He regretted 
that no improvement had taken place in this respect—tin was even less now than it was 
then, and although by an alteration in their dressing their copper had realised a larger 
price per ton, yet it was entirely on account of a higher produce, and not of an increased 
price forthe ore. The very last sale of tin realised 5/7. per ton less than was obtained in 
the previous month. He, however, could not believe that metals, especially copper, 
would remain at so low aprice much longer. It would be seen by the accounts that the 
loss on the actual working of the mine for six months was only 7441. 13s. 10d., but to 
this must he added the balance for engine, 950/., and the balance from the last account, 
11372. 8s. 8d., showing a total Hability of 28327. 2s. 6d. Upon the other side of the ac- 
count there were arrears of call amounting to 5967., and his recommendation was that 
the present meeting should make a call of 7s. 6d. per share, which would bring 2250/.; 
that, with the arrears of call, would make a total of assets of 2846/., the total liability, 
with everything charged, amounting, as he had already shown, to 2832/. As regards 
the mine and machinery, he might mention that every detail was in perfect order, as 
evidenced by the fact that the water had been kept out of the mine during the whole of 
the winter, notwithstanding the constant succession of floods. This could not have 
been plished had the shareholders not determined to erect the new pumping en- 
gine. The value of the engines and materials was not less than 13,000/., or over 22, 
per share. It would naturally be asked what prospects were there in the future? His 
reply was the statement in the report of theagent, that the returns from the mine would 
meet all the costs, and if the price of tin and copper improves fair profits might be ex- 
pected. The call made at the last meeting, together with the one now recommended, re- 
presented very closely the amount expended in engine, machinery, and pitwork for the 
new shaft, and the sinking the same. He was confident that at the next meeting he 
should be able to present a very sscisfactory report on the mine and the finances. He 
could not conclude without adverting again to the just claim they had on the lessors of 
the mine for a reduction in the @ues. The amount to be paid in dues, with damage of 
land to the lords, represented the whole loss sustained in the past six months. The 
water charges in the mine were excessively heavy. During thelate floods 2000 gallons 
of water per minute had been lifted by three steam-engines, and nothing but perfect 
machinery, well watched, hae enabled this large quantity of water to be lifted without 
hindrance all through the very stormy and wet season they had experienced; and, in 
his opinion, there was a ver’ strong case for a reduction or remission of dues. 

Captain NicHoLLs (the manager), in reply to questions, stated that there would be 
400 tons of copper ore retuned next month. The value of the ore was about 47. to 57. 
per ton. As regards the tin, its value two months since was 10/7, per ton better than at 
the present time.———Mr. Wescoms, referring to the price of tin, stated that Capt. Chas. 
Thomas, at the Dolcoath meeting last week, mentioned that the price of tin was now 
lower than it had beenfor 14 years. As a large shareholder in this mine, he (Mr. Wes- 
comb) could not but be disappointed at the depressed price of metals; but, at the same 
time, he was bound to confess that he was thoroughly satisfied with the result of the 
operations at the mine. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. KILNER was quite confident from what he had heard from private sources that 
every shareholder had good reason to be perfectly satisfied with the result of the opera- 
tions at the mine, and that the one thing which militated against their success was the 
greatly depressed price of metals. 

Mr. WILD enquired if the expenditure could be judiciously reduced ?—Mr. WEscoms 
hoped that the costs would be increased rather than reduced, for it was by an extension 
of operations that the returns would be increased—or, in other words, the larger the 
scale upon which the actual mining operations were conducted the lighter would be the 
proportionate amount of the dead but necessary outlay. Although, however, he was 
thoroughly convinced that nothing would make Prosper pay but a vigorous development, 
yet he did not propose to work the mine harder just now. 

Mr. WILD thought the shareholders would be but acting justly to themselves to make 
application to the lords for a remission or suspension of the dues, seeing that they had 
expended such an enormous amount in placing the mine in an efficient condition, the 
entire benefit of which at present was realised by the lords in the dues they received. 
And while it was justice on the part of the shareholders to make the application, it was the 
duty and policy of the lords to make concessions to encourage the shareholders to proceed. 

The CHAIRMAN fally agreed with that opinion, and thought that the lords could not 
refuse to accord a concession so perfectly just and reasonable.——Mr. WEScoMB men- 
tioned that no less than 60,0007. had been expended by the shareholders, and during the 
whole time the expenditure had been taking place the lords had been receiving a large 
amount in the shape of dues.——Mr. E. Cooke asked the present value of the reserves 
in the mine, as compared with that at the last meeting ? 

Captain NicHoLts said that, although the reserves had not, perhaps, been increased to 
any considerable extent since the last meeting, they most certainly had not been dimi- 
nished.——Mr. Wescoms said that it would be most satisfactory to all parties if two 
perfectly independent agents were loyed to th ghly inspect the mine, 











Mr. E. Cooke testified, from personal observation, to the efficient and miner-lik® 
manner in which every detail was carried ont—indeed, everything most favourably con 
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rasted with the best organised mines in Cornwall; and what was of equal importance, 
everything was conducted in the most economic manner.——The CHarRMAN said it was 
not the mine the shareholders had to complain of, but of the price they obtained for 
their produce. 

Mr. Wiescoms said that if tin were now the same price as it was some seven years 
since Prosper, with its present scale of operations, would be returning a profit of some- 
thing like 10002, per month. Why, even since he had been the purser of the mine the 
value of tin had declined 202. per ton, 

The motion that the report be received, and ordering it to be entered on the minutes, 
and that the accounts be passed and allowed, was put and carried unanimously. 

A call of 7s, 6d. per share was made. 

A discussion ensued relative to the dues, when, upon the proposition of Mr. Hart- 
WELL, seconded by Mr. KILNER, it was unanimously resolved that the purser be re- 
quested to make application to the lords for a reduction or suspension of the dues. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Wescomb for his lucid explanation of the position 
of the company’s affairs. 

A similar compliment having been paid to the Chairman and secretary, the pro- 
ceedings terminated. — 


GAWTON COPPER MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the com- 
pany, Austinfriars, on Feb. 16,—Mr. Joan Row anps in the chair. 

Mr. E. Kine (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 
and the minutes of the last were approved. 

A statement of accounts was submited, which (as stated in last week’s 
Journal) showed a debit balance of 5297. 18s. 3d., in which was included 
the cost of the new steam-engine, whim, and crusher. 

The report of the manager (Capt. Rowe) appeared last week. 

The Cuarrman said he had much pleasure in meeting his co-adven- 
turers upon the present occasion, inasmuch as it afforded him an opportunity of sub- 
mitting such a statement of facts as he thought could not fail to be highly satisfactory. 
Tn the first place, he might mention that it was some three years since when a consul- 
tation took place to decide the question as to the best means to continue the further de- 
velopment of the mine. Their manager, Captain Rowe, and Captain Clemo (of Devon 
Great Consols), strong!y advised that a new shaft should be sunk west of the course of 
ore discovered in the 36 fathom level, and that a pumping-engine should be erected to 
command the whole of the sett. These important works, after three years’ labour and 
outlay, were carried out, and the results already realised were far more satisfactory than 
the most sanguine could have anticipated. If evidence were needed to substantiate 
this statement, it was most abundantly adduced in the several corroboratory opinions 
which had been obtained of some of the leading practical mining authorities, whose re- 
ports would be presently submitted—those reports, he thought all would agree, showed 
most plainly, if the market value of the shares could be accepted as the barometer of 
the opinion of the public, that a most imperfect idea was entertained either as to the 
actual position or prospects of the Gawton Copper Mines. (Hear, hear.) Having no 
doubt that the shareholders were anxious tu know the general character of those opinions, 
but also by whom they were given, he would at once ask Mr. King to read them. 

Mr. KING mentioned that the reports he was about to submit were obtained for his 
own private guidance, yet it afforded him great pleasure to place them before the share- 
holders, so as from collective and corroborative testimony they might be able to form a 
correct opinion of the increasing value of their property. (Hear, hear.) The first re- 
port he would read was that of Capt. Clemo (of Devon Great Consols), which was as 
follows :— 

Jan. 27.—In accordance with your request, I have inspected Gawton Copper Mine, 
and I now beg to hand you my report. The engine-shaft is sunk perpendicularly 54g 
fathoms below the 50 fm. level to the south from the lode, the ground, a congenial killas, 
favourable for sinking, and good progress is being made. A cross-cut is ariven north at 
the 50 fm. level about 25 fathoms, where it intersected the lode, which has been cut 
through, and proves to be of immense size, 30 feet wide, composed of very strong capel, 
quartz, mundic, and ore, and for the last 6 feet on the north wall it is worth 7 tons of 
ore per fathom. The 50 fm. level is driven west of the cross-cut about 444 fathoms ; the 
part carrying is 5 feet wide, proving worth 6 and 7 tons of ore per fathom. The 50 fm. 
level is extended east of the cross-cut about 13 fms., through a very fine lode, worth 5, 
6, and 7 tons of ore per fathom. In the present end the part carrying, 5 feet wide, is 
composed of cape!l, quartz, mundic, and ore, worth of the latter 2 tons per fathom, and 
still very promising. About S$ fms. east of the shaft cross-cut a rise is put up, and com- 
municated with a winze below the 36; tne lode between these two levels proving for 
12 fms. a fine course of ore, worth 6 and 8 tons per fathom. A 40 fm. level is driven 
west of the rise about 5 fms., through a fine lode, worth 6 and 8 tons perfathom. The 
lode in the present end is disordered by asmall cross-course, but it wil! in all likelihood 
soon improve. In the bottom of the 36 fm, level a winze is down aboat 4 ft., the lode, 
or part carrying, 5 feet wide, being composed of capel, quartz, mundic, and ore, worth 
3 tons per fathom. In conciusion, it gives me pleasure to state that since my last in- 
spection good progress has been made in the further development of the mine, and valu- 
able ore groand has been discovered; and, judging from present appearances, I think 
there can be no reasonable doubt that before the end of the year it will be brought into 
& profitable condition. The operations are being carried out in a vigorous, miner-!ike 
manner, and the machinery and pitwork well placed and in good order.— Ww. CLEMo, 

Mr. KING (referring to that report) stated that it was one which to him was highly 
satisfactory, because it gave them good grounds tor believing that Gawton would, by a 
continuance of the present judicious development, prove at no distant date to be one of 
the greatest copper mines in that locality. The next report he had to submit was that 
from Capt. Silas James (of Keliy Bray Mine), as follows:— 

Feb. 2 —I went anderground with Capt. Kowe, and was agreeably surprised. We 


went down the eastern mine, and proceeded west through the 36 fm. level. The first 


place we inspected was the iode in the back of the above-named level, where it is 9 feet 


wie, a splendid looking lode, wr'ch will produce from 8 to 10 tons of ore per fathom, 
and speedy for exploring. The next place we came to was the winze sinking in the 
bottom of the above-named level, further west than the course of ore spoken of in the 
back, in which che lode is looking very promising; the part carried is 4 feet wide, all 
saving work for the dressing-floors, yielding from 2 to 3 tons of ore per fathom, and is 
likely to improve as the winze increases in depth. There is every reason to expect the 
same course of ore will be met with as in the back further east, looking at the general 
dip westward of the shoots of ore in this locality. The next point was the 40, driving 
west from the rise, where both in the back and bottom a splendid course of ore is stand- 
ing untouched, and will produce 10 tons per fm.; the end is not quite so good, owing 
to a smal! vein which crossed the lode and hove it a little north; but looking at the 
appearance of the lode, there is every reason to expect it will resume its former prodac- 
tiveness. There is a fine lode standing in both ends of the rise from the 49 to the 50 
fathom level, which will produce jarge quantities of ore. The lode in the 50 east is 
somewhat improved in the past week, it will now prodace about 2 tons of ore per fm. 
The lode in the 50 west is from 4 to 5 ft. wide, yielding all 6 tons of ore per fm., and 
opening good profitable ground for stoping. In fact, Gawton is the best mine I have 
seen for some time past. I am proud to inform you that the prospects are most cheer- 
ing. The engine shaft is going down in a good channel of ground for the production of 
copper ore, and speedy for progress; and if the lode is found as rich when intersected at 
the 60 as it is in the 50 fm. level, there will be many thousand pounds worth of ore 
discovered, which will corroborate your opinion, given some eight or ten years since, 
that Gawton Mine would be second to none when fairly developed. The mine is now 
well ventilated, and there is credit due to the management.—S. James. 

Mr. M'CALLAN was not only greatiy pleased at hearing such opinions expressed as to 
the value of the property, but confessed he had not the slightest idea that there were 
already made such important discoveries. In that respect he did not think he stood 
alone; the general position and prospects of the mine were of that character, it seemed 
to him, as to fully jastify the hcpe that daring this year Gawton would be a dividend- 
paying mine. 

Mr. Kine next read a report (which had been sent him) from Capt. Goldsworthy (of 
East Russell), which he(Mr. King) stated at least fully bore out the favourable opinions 
expressed in thé reports already before the meeting. Capt. Goldsworthy’s report was 
as follows:— 

Feb. 12.—Agreeably with your instructions, I have this day inspected Gawton Mine 
The engine-shaft is sunk perpendicularly about 7 fms. below the 50 fm. level, to the 
south of the lode, in a light biue killas, intermixed with prian, congenial for the pro- 
duction of copper ore. The 50 fm. level cross-cut is extended north about 25 fms., and

Mr. BERESFORD considered that report was, possible, more favourable than the 
others; and certainly the opinion of Capt. Goldsworthy was entitled to the greatest 
respect, if for no other reason than the position he occupied in that locality as a prac- 
tical miner of many years’ experience, 

Mr. Kino next submitted the report of Capt. Rickard (of West Wheal Martha), which 
was as follows:—

Mr. BeresrorD asked if the last report of their manager (Capt. Rowe) confirmed or 
otherwise the various reports now before the meeting as to the actual discoveries already 
made and important points to come off during the next few months ?——The Cuarr- 
MAN said that the opinion expressed by Capt. Rowe was, if possible, more encouraging 
and favourable than either of the other quoted authorities. For instance, Capt. Rowe 
had stated that since the last meeting the discoveries of ore that had been made were 
of greater importance and extent than even the most sanguine had anticipated, and that 
they had now before them the elements of success of such a character as could not fail 
to be most satisfactory. Capt. Rowe considered that by merely sampling the ore 
from the ends and winzes during the next few months —in other words, to continue only 
the tutwork operations, allowing, in the meantime, the reserves of ore to accumulate— 
that in six months hence the mine would be in a position vo yield large and increasing 
monthly returns; and that if the lode cat in the 60 shou!d prove of equal value to that 
in the 40 and 50 Gawton would be the best mine in the Tavistock district. 

Mr. KiNG, in reply to @ question, stated that the Gawton quays formed a portion of 
the sett, so that there was no cost for carriage of ores and coals— which, he need hardly 
say, were most important items of economy in the conduct of any mine. 

The CuarrMa\, in reply to a question as to the character of the ore, said it was quite 
true it was not rich, but, at the same time, it should be recollected that they had a lode 
something like 30 ft. wide, and with 20 or 30 fathoms of backs standing whole, so that 
any miner could tell what amount of monthly profit could be made. 

Mr. SEAWARD drew attention to the fact that no inconvenience had arisen, or was

He knew that Capt. Rowe estimated the cost during the next four months 
at 3002. per month, and he thought the better course would be to make a call of suffi- 
cient amount to pay off the book-debt and to leave funds enough to provide for the re- 
quirements of the mine.——The CuarrMan sald that the committee had fully considered 
the present financial position of the mine, and were unanimous in recommending a call 
of 5s. per share, which they hoped and believed would be the final one. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Kine said that the best evidence he could show as to his opinion upon that point 
was that he at the present time held one-eighth of the entire mine—in fact, he was the 
largest shareholder, and as such he should propose a call of 5s. per share, which would 
produce 10007. He was perfectly persuaded us to the favourable postion the mine occu- 
pied, and he could but express his astonishment that a property with such discoveries

and expressed an opinion to the effect that the call now proposed would be returned to 
the shareholders in the shape of a dividend before the end of this year 

Mr. SEAWARD said, if reports from leading mining authorities could be accepted as 
any guide at all as to the actual value of a mining property, the shareholders in the 
Gawton Mine could no longer entertain any doubt as to the vaiue of their property. 
The whole of the reports submitted agreed in the opinion that, by a vigorous develop- 
ment of the property, there could remain no doubt as to theattaining of a great success. 

Mr. Fietp asked whether there was any similarity in the character of the lode at 
Gawton with that at Devon Great Consoils ?——Mr. PETER WaTSon said the character 
was similar, it being the large champion lode of the district. There could be no doubt 
that the deposit of ore discovered—being only from the 36 to the 50 —would improve in 
quality as the depth was increased, As far as his experience went, the best paying 
mines in Devon and Cornwall were those with a large lode, and that gave large quan- 
tities of copper ore of the average value of something like 4/. to 5/. per ton; lodes of 
that character were a! ways found to be more permanent.

The Secrerary (Mr. Henry Chapman) having read the notice, the 
statement of accounts, and the reports of the agent and captain (the four 
months’ accounts showing a debit balance of 363/.), 

The CuarrmaN stated that he had been through the cost-sheets and the 
other accounts, and had found them quite correct. The costs of the last 
four months would have been less than they had been, and the returns larger, but for 
the water. Taking all things into account, he considered that they were in a good con- 
dition, and they would have been in a better if the arrears on the calls had been paid. He 
then, in a very lucid and satisfactory way, called the attention of the meeting to the 
present condition of the mine, as compared with its condition when they last met. In 
the eastern part of the mine (east of Ellen’s shaft) the 70 had been driven through q 
valuable lode to the boundary, and the stopes in the back were worth together 171. per 
fathom, The bottom of this level was whole, and a winze sunk to the 80 was through 
a fine lode, varying in value from 41. to 10/. per fm.

Mr, MILFoRD said that the very satisfactory explanations of the Chairman must have 
been listened to with much gratification. He had evidently made himself quite familar 
with the mine and its management, and as he had a large stake in it, what be said wes 
entitled to great weight. He (Mr. Milford) did not know that Capt. Nancarrow was 
the manager of the mine. He was giad to hear that it was so, for he was not only a 
very capable man, but a straightforward and honest one, too, and he was evidently 
opening the mine with jadgment, and in a way calcalated to ensure the profit of the 
sbareholders. 

The CuairMaN sald that a great many shares in the mine had been abandored, not 
because the holders had any doubt of the value of the mine, but because they were tho- 
roughly dissatisfied—he might say disgusted—with the management. Before they had 
changed the manager and captain every ton of ore that was opened upon was carried away, 
instead of the mine being opened ; it was quite different now. They were opening the 
mine both east and west, and they bad at least a thousand pounds worth of reserves 
made in thisshort time. All the ore they had been selling, except a little from the 20, 
was but the clearing up of the old workings. The workings were now of a miner-like 
character.——Mr. HAaLu was quite satisfied with the accounts and the report, and pro- 
posed that they be adopted, and printed and circulated amongst the shareholders, —— 
Mr. LELEAN seconded the motion, which was unanimously carried. 

Mr. CuapMan stated that the recent accounts from Rosewarne United (the adjoining 
mine) were very satisfactory. The 60 and70 in that mine were improving rapidly, and 
considering that all their shoots of ore dip fast into our sett there was every induce- 
ment to belfeve that important discoveries will be met with below the 100. Indepen- 
dent of this, the prospects in the western part of the sett were very good indeed, and from

He concluded by 
proposing a call of 6s, per share, payable within 21 days, 5 per cent. to be allowed for 
payment within that time. 

Mr. HALL thought they should do their work well, and, therefore, seconded the mo- 
tion.——Mr. LELEAN observed that if this should not prove to be the last call, they 
might confidently say that any further call must be a very small one. 

The motion was then carried, and Messrs. Wilson, Hirst, and Carpenter were elected 
the committee of management, the two former being of the old committee.

The CHAIRMAN, after having referred to the leading features in the re- 
port, stated that twocircumstances during the past year had seriously militated against 
the company’s successful progress—the first was the drought, which had seriously af- 
fected their teams; and the second was thecattle disease, through which, unfortunately, 
the company had lost 50 horses and 40 mules. In addition to these two circumstances, 
which had very serlouly diminished their profits, the directors had had to contend with 
a very uncertain market for copper, Taking these circumstances into consideration, he 
thought the shareholders would agree with him in thinking that they had good reason 
for congratulating each other even upon the amount of profit realised. There was one 
very gratifying feature in the career of the company to which he wished to call especial 
attention, and that was the opening out of other mines in Australia, whereby the 
Port Works received a very large quantity of ore and regulus, The increase in that 
respect had been so great, that he felt Justified in stating that in a few years the

Payment OF CALLS CANNOT BE MADE TO A MANAGER— WEST 
CLirrorD Mininc CompaNny.—In the Court of Exchequer, on Feb..17, an action was 
brought to recover 60/. for arrears of calls on 20 shares, which had been transferred by 
the company’s late manager, Mr. Richard Michell, of Littlebeside, Cornwall, to the de- 
fendant, Michael R. Michell, of St. Day, Cornwall, h The respondent had 
pleaded never indebted, and payment. Mr. Talfourd Salter and Mr. Theodore Aston 
(instructed by Mr. James Bell) for the plaintiffs, and Mr. Biron (instructed by Mr. 
Peacock) for the defendant. Mr. Salter, for the plaintiffs, stated that the defendant had 
admitted the incorporation and registration of the plaintiffs’ company, and also that the 
defendant was properly placed upon the list of shareholders as the holder of 20 shares, 
but contended either that the shares which the company’s late manager (Mr. Richard 
Michell) had transferred to him were to have been free shares—that is, fally paid-up— 
or that he had paid the calls to Mr. Richard Michell, the transferor. The company’s 
case was that the shares were part paid-up only, for at the date of the transfer there 
were no fully paid-up shares; and as to the alleged payment to their late manager, they 
had nothing whatever to do with it. Evidence was then given of the calls having been 
made, and due notice being given. Mr. Biron then put in a receipt for the 60/., which 
appeared to have been given by the company’s late manager to the defendant on the day 
the writ was issued (Dex. 13), but he called no witnesses to support his case. This re- 
ceipt rebutted the contention that the shares were fully paid-up, and the only question 
then was, assuming the payment (of which the defendant had given no notice to the 
company) to have been actually made, whether the company’s manager (who had not 
then been dismissed) had power to receive money due for calls. The Lord Chief Baron, 
in summing up, told the Jury that it was clear that the manager had no authority to 
receive calls. The Jury found a verdict for the plaintiffs for 60/. and interest.

Remarks.—We have much pleasure in announcing that the directors 
of the Bank of England, at their weekly meeting on ‘Thursday, reduced 
the rate of discount from 8 per cent., at which it had remained since Janu- 
ary 4th to 7 percent. This downward movement is very satisfactory, and 
will tend very greatly to give an impetus to business, which has been very 
seriously affected by the high rate of interest which has prevailed for so 
long a period, and which has been the cause of checking many commercial 
Operations to a very great extent; especially interfering with all specu- 
lative business, which has been rendered very difficult under the pressure 
of the late very high rate of interest. We trust that the present reduction 
is only an earnest of further declines, and that we shall at no distant day 
have such an easy condition of the Money Market that commercial trans- 
actions can be carried on without the drawback which a state of stringency 
in the Money Market always brings. During the past week the Metal 
Market has been generally by no means active, and many operations have 
been held back in anticipation of the expected decline in the Bank rate. 
We fully expect, however, that we shall now see a better state of things 
arising, especially should money become still easier, and that we shall 
soon be enabled to report a much more satisfactory condition of the metal 
trade. 

Coprer.—During the past week the market has continued very inactive, 
with no operations of any moment; prices, however, are still firm. 
Iron.—In Staffordshire there is still a steady demand, although it is not 
very brisk. Orders continue to come from America, but in rather small 
quantities, though for sheets there is a good demand from that market. 
‘Tne continental orders are tolerably good. Some of the works are fully 
employed, but others are unable to keep on more than four days a week; 
and from week to week the demand varies considerably. In Welsh the 
trade is satisfactory. There is no change to note in the business done 
with America, and the continental markets are taking an average quantity. 
Instructions have been received for some orders on South American ac- 
count, which had been kept back, to be proceeded with. The home sales 
are about the same as usual. In Swedish iron but few transactions have 
occurred during the week. In Scotch pig-iron the market has been much 
excited during the week, and the advance mentioned in our last report has

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GovERNMENT Supervision oF Metatuirerous Mrnes.—The bill for 
official supervision of metalliferous mines was introduced by Lord Kin- 
naird, and read a first time in the House of Lords on Tuesday evening. 
The preamble of the bill declares that it is just and proper that provision 
should be made for enabling persons engaged in working certain metal- 
llferous mines to do so with greater regard to health and safety. The Act 
includes all mines not under the Mines Regulation Act. ‘Lhe Secretary 
of State is to appoint the ‘‘ Board for the Supervision of Metalliferous 
Mines,” and the Board may appoint the necessary secretary and officers. 
The bill generally is the same as his lordship’s No. 2 bill of last session. 
In most of its provisions the bill is similar to the Coal Mine Bill, merely 
verbal alterations being introduced, to adapt it to metalliferous mines. The 
general rules to be observed at every mine upon the Board giving notice 
that they shall be in force. The principal rules are that footways must 
always be divided from the working part of the shaft, must be cased or 
lined when necessary, and must have means of signalling between the 
bottom and surface. All disused entrances, outlets, winzes, sumps, &c., 
in the mine must be securely built up, unless required to be left open for 
ventilation. A convenient ‘dry’ must be provided; the fly-wheel of 
every engine must be securely fenced. Special rules are to be established 
for every mine, and must show the deductions for ‘‘ doctor and club,” for 
materials supplied, and for “spales.’”” The Board may appoint an in- 
spector or inspectors to see that the provisions of the Act are carried out. 
Of course, we shall revert to the consideration of the measure, and shall 
be glad of communications from our correspondents on the subject. 





Jornt-Stock Compantges Directory.—Messrs. C. Barkerand Sons, the 
well-known advertising agents, of Birchin-lane, have just issued their edi- 
tion of the Joint-Stock Companies Directory for 1866, in the shape of a 
handsome volume of 1500 pages. ‘The utility of a work of this descrip- 
tion, both to promoters of public companies and to capitalists about to invest, can scarcely 
be over-estimated, since it affords an important aid to ascertaining the position of the 
directors of the several concerns. The work is divided into 14 sections, the various en- 
terprises being classified according as the companies are established for Railway Con- 
struction in Great Britain and Ireland, Foreign Kailways, Insurance, Banking, Discount, 
Finance and Credit, Contract and Investment, Shipping, Dock, Hotel, Mining, Water- 
works, Gas, or Miscellaneous purposes. There isan alphabetical index embracing all 
companies, regardiess of the purposes for which they have been established, and an 
alphabetical list of the directors of joint-stock companies, showing the undertakings 
with the management of which they are connected. The particulars of the constitu- 
tion of the various companies are given in a uniform manner, which is, without doubt, 
& most judicions management. With respect to each company the statement shows— 
the nominal capital, amount paid-up, number and value of shares, months in which the 
general meetings areheld; and the names of the directors, manager, bankers, solicitors, 
secretary, registrar, and other officers of the company. By way of Appendix, there is 
inserted an account of the principal loan transactions from 1860 to 1865, and of the 
latest Stock Exchange regulations with respect to the appointment of settling-days. 
The book is admirably printed, and will, undouotedly, become a work of general refer- 
ence in the offices of joint-stock companies, since it occupies the same position with re- 
spect to public companies throughout the kingdom as the London Directory with re- 
spect to the merchants and traders of the metropolis.

increased, but the quantity of coals produced for general use has, owing 

to the greatly improved system of machinery, and other means, enabled 

the proprietors to reduce the prices, which has, of course, tended to ex- 

tend the consumption, not only in farnaces and manufacturies, but also for 

household purposes. It may be remarked that, notwithstanding the in- 

crease of the use of coals, the price of wood, which for so long a period 

was the only fuel made use of, is at present much higher than formerly, 

this may be accounted for by the great demand for it for building purposes, 

sleepers on railroads, &c. ‘The result, however, is very satisfactory, and 

highly advantageous to the proprietors of woods in general, but more es- 

pecially to the Royal Treasury, as the forests now furnish a much higher 

yearly income than formerly. The principal coal mines are private pro- 

perty, or belong to companies, and are situated in the neighbourhood of 

Zwickau. The mines near Dresden are not so considerable, and furnish 

principally fuel for that neighbourhood, whereas the first mentioned having 

railroad communication export great quantities to Bavaria, the Saxon 

Duchies, and the adjacent countries. In 1863 of the 87 mines then at 

work only 6 obtained more than 1,000,000 bushels (the Saxon bushel is 

equal to 4 bushel English); on an average 1,600,000 bushels, 9 works ob- 

tained between 400,000 and 1,000,000 bushels, 13 obtained from 200,000 
to 400,000 bushels, 10 from 100,000 to 200,000 bushels 49 had less than 

100,000 bushels, and some even under 50,000 bushels. Of the whole pits 

15 or 16 produced three-fourths of the total quantity. Of the 22,200,000 
bushels raised in 1863, about 1,557,000 belonged to the Crown; 10,392,000 
belonged to 17 companies of shareholders, and 10,282,000 bushels be- 
longed to 69 private pits. It is to be remarked concerning the coalworks 
belonging to shareholders that, without any enlargement of the premises 
and property of the establishment, not only the number of hands employed 

but the quantity of coal produced is very considerably greater. ‘This is 
much more the case as respects the Zwickau and Wurschnitz Mines than 
in those near Dresden, where the increase of produce may be calculated at 
12 or 13 per cent.; the number of hands employed at 10 percent. In 
the mines of Zwickau during the period from 1859 to 1863 the number of 
hands increased at the rate of 16 per cent., and the produce of coals nearly 
64 per cent. The result of the work done by a labourer, if reckoned by 
bushels, has, therefore, increased since 1853 by 50 per cent. It must, 
however, be remembered that mechanical power has done much of late to 

produce these results. The real and increasing value of coals is connected 
with the diminished price of them, and has taken place, especially in the 
Warschnitz Mines, in steady and regular progression, from 1858 up to 
1863 when it reached the rate of 35 or 40 per cent. This cannot be said 
of the Dresden mines, where the same profit has not yet been attained; 
the highest price of coals was in 1853 and 1859. In the years 1861 to 
1863 the price of coals was lower than it had ever been (4 grosschen=5i. 
per bushel), and the quantity of coal sold was by far the greatest. Notwith- 
standing the strictest economy in the management, the works cannot avoid 
suffering in different degrees from the low prices. This is caused by the 
enormous rent paid in many cases for the area; and this rent is a perma- 
nent evil, which weighs most heavily on all such enterprises. ‘The only 
coal imported into Saxony is the brown coal, of which 1,973,803 cwts. 
were imported in 1863 from Bohemia, In the Dachy of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, notwithstanding increasing attempts, no coal has been as yet dis- 
covered. In the Duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, on the eastern frontier, some 
works have been established, but the production up to the present time has 
not been considerable. The small quantity exported is consumed by the 
Bavarian (Leipzig-Munich)railway. Mr. BARNARD writes that since con- 
cluding his report he has been informed that, although no statistical paper 
has been as yet published for 1864, the coal mines near Zwickau produced 
in that year 23,799,370 ewts., of which about 9,000,000 ewts. remained 
for home consumption, and the rest was exported to Prussia, Bavaria, 
Tharingia, &c. From the mines near Dresden were exported about 21,000 
ewts. During the same period 130,975 cwts. of brown coal were exported 
and 627,785 cwts. imported. It is evident that the home consumption of 
and demand abroad for coal and brown coal are very great, which is easily 
accounted for by the increasing use of steam power in every branch of in- 
dustry, as well as in the general extension of railways. 

With regard to Bavaria, Lord Aucustus Lortus has supplied a con- 
cise and very interesting report. He has been favoured by Dr, Skurrent, 
the director of the Statistical Department at Munich. With reference to 
Dr. Seurrert’s report, Lord A. Lorrus gives a few explanations, which 
it will be well to remember in connection with the subject. According 0 
the opinion of Baron Ligsia, there is no real coal (answering to the tern 
as used in England) produced in Bavaria, What is there desig:.ated 48 
“ steinkohle ” is nothing more than a species of brown coal, the charactet- 
istic of which is lignite. He further remarks that he has frequently seet 
the German word * braunkohle ” translated into English as “ anthracite,” 
which is not the correct translation. Anthracite refers to a slate coal not 
found in Germany, whereas braunkohle is produced from wood, and an- 
swers tothe term “lignite,” which is found generally throughout Germany. 
The coals imported into Bavaria are almost exclusively the produce of the 
mines in Bohemia and Saxony (Zwickau). He believes he can state with 
accuracy that no English coals have been as yet imported into Bavaria. 
The consumption of coal in Bavaria is entirely confined to the brown coals 
or lignite raised in the country, and to the importation of coals required 
for specific purposes from Bohemia and Saxony. From Dr. Sevrrert’ 
tabulated report, it appears that in 1861 there were 125 works, employing 
2130 men, getting steinkohlen, the quantity produced being 4 390,44

Although Hanover, as Mr. WILLIAM Doria reports, is not a manu- 
facturing country, its inhabitants being principally employed in agricul- 
re, and although possessing vast moor lands and wooded districts, from 
which a large supply of fuel is obtained, nevertheless, the supply of coals 
sostnend from its own mines is not equal to the demand. The total con- 
am tion was 11,444,433 centners in 1861 (6,765,013 centners being 
Fiesoverian coal, and 4,679.420 centners foreign imported coal); 12,725,660 
centners in 1862 (6,444,617 centners being Hanoverian, and 6,281,053 
centners imported); and 11,940,673 centners In 1863 (6,345,449 centners 
Hanoverian, and 5,595,224 centners imported). _Coal, moreover, is now 
becoming generally used for house purposes, and it is supposed that there 
will be a decrease in the value of moor Jand in consequence, unless mea- 
sures are taken to bring it into cultivation. Charcoal-burning is nearly 
iven up. The great furnaces for smelting lead, copper, and silver in the 
rtz, although the whole of that district is well wooded with fir trees, 
now use coke in preference. Coal is not found in the Northern German 
plain; it appears in the mountains of Hanover, and in their immediate 
vicinity. The Hartz, the principal mountain district of Hanover, has coal 
only in the southern province of Hohnstein, near Ilfeld. The produce of 
these mines is very small—only about 200,000 centners per annum, Ac-

) cording to scientific research, a great coal field like that of Zwickau, in 


is supposed to exist in the plain south of Ilfeld. The most con- 
halla quantity of Hanoverian coal is found some miles south of the 
capital, in the mountains called Deister and Osterwald, also at Suntel, in 
the neighbourhood of Osnabriick. The existing mines lie within an area 
bounded on the extreme west by Osnabriick, and terminating towards the 
south, near the towns of Hameln and Coppenbriigge, the greater number ot 
> mines being found between the town of Minden, on the Weser, and Hanover. 
? With regard to the Granp-Ducny or Bapey, Mr. E, P. M. Battie 
reports that only one description of coal—Cannel—is imported from Eng- 
Jand to that country, and that it is solely used for the manufacture of gas. 
Mr. Bariuie has been informed that, owing to arrangements entered into 
between the Prussian and French Governments, the country is beginning 
to experience some difficulty in obtaining the necessary amount of Prus- 
sian coal for general purposes, and will, probably, have to look to other 
quarters to supply the deficiency. There are at present only three coal 
mines in the Grand-Duchy of Baden, one at Berghaupten, in the Gen- 
genbach district; another at Zunsweier, in the Offenburg district, and a 
third at Diersburg, in the same district. The quantity of coal extracted 
was 212,395 centners in 1860; 168,156 centners in 1861; 187,519 cent- 
ners in 1862; 193,456 centners in 1863; and 246,772 centners in 1864. 
The estimated importation of English coal was most probably 3389 tons 
17 ewts.—Mr. Baiuie’s statement 1,355,940 being a palpableerror. ‘The 
Cannel coal is almost exclusively imported as ‘‘ bitaminOser mergelschiefer” 
(bituminous mar! slate) to evade the duty on coal. 

Numerous attempts have been made in WuRTEMBERG to find coal fields, 
but without any success; and it may now be fairly concluded that no coal 
exists in the country. Mr. T. C. Connon reports that the coal trade of 
Wourtemberg is, with but a slight exception, an import one. The con- 
sumption of coal in the country is gradually increasing, uwing to the fact 
of Wartemberg becoming a more manufacturing ~— and especially 
on account of the great increase of its steam-power. Of English coal very 
little is used there, on account of the high freight; a few tons of bucket 
coal are imported by private companies for manufacturing gas. The largest 
quantities of coal are imported from the Saar and Ruhr; smaller quantities 
from Saxony and Bohemia. The latter country possesses coal called 
‘“‘nurschau,” which is quite equal to English bucket coal; it is used in the 
manufacture of gas in preference to bucket coal, on account of its lower 
price: the hundredweight is imported there at the rate of about 1 fl. 5 kr. 
Ruhr coal is chiefly used, especially since the Saar coal has become very 
scarcey owing to the treaty between France and Prussia, the former im- 
porting large quantities of Saar coal. The best Saar coal used to be im- 
ported at from 35 to 36 kr. per cwt.; middling at from 30 to 31 kr. Ruhr 
coal, best quality, now costs about 42 kr. per cwt., and it is preferred to 
the Saar coal, as it possesses greater heating power, and leaves but little 
residue. The total consumption of Wurtemberg was 3,845,592 centners 
in 1864-5, against 3,224,821 centners in 1863-4. 

With regard to ELecrorat Hesse and the Granp Ducutes of Hesse 
and Nassau, translations of highly interesting statistical returns by local 
authorities are forwarded by Sir A. Mater. It appears from the return 
for Electoral Hesse that 6,163,000 cwts., or 308,150 tons, of coal are an- 
nually produced, and 5,383,000 cwts, are annually consumed. Of coke 
26,500 tons are annually produced, and 150 tons consumed. The pro- 
duction of peat varies froun 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 pieces yearly. ‘The 
manufacturing industry of the country is also largely indebted to wood 
and charcoal, especially as regards the manufacture of the various kinds 
of iron and steel. The production of combustible fuel in Grand Ducal 
Hesse at present consists merely of braunkohlen, the average quantity ob- 
tained is 664,500 cwts. annually. In the Grand Duchy of Nassau the 
total yield of coal in 1864 amounted to 1,032,000 centners; of this amount 
the home consumption represented 659,000 centners, and the quantity 
exported was 373,000 centners. 

r. Warp, reporting upon HamsBure and NorTtuERN GERMANY, writes 
that there are no coal fields within the Hanseatic territories, or anywhere 
in the northern parts of Germany. The coal fields nearest to Hamburg 
are those of Westphalia. The importation of coal to Hamburg was ip 
1863 about 10,880,000 centners of coal. From Prussia and the interior 
of Germany the Westphalian coal is gradually taking the place of Eng- 
lish, It is believed the use of Westphalian coals at Bremen in preference 
to English is more likely to gain ground than otherwise in future years. 








THE NATURAL RESOURCES OF WALES—No, I. 


There is very little superfluous capital in Wales. The country is won- 
derfully rich in natural resources; it possesses the finest harbour in the 
world, for it is admitted that Milford Haven, taken all in all, has no equal; 
it can boast the largest coal field in Greut Britain, a field with thick seams 
of evasy variety of coal, bituminous, steam (free burning), and anthracite; 
its lead and other metallic lodes are exceedingly valuable, and easily worked; 
we say nothing here of its slates and marble, its fertile valleys, its pic- 


| and to make a new line from Kidwelly half-way up the valley. We must here state 
| that the western slopes of tbe Gwendraeth are fringed with a band of limestone, used as 
a flux in the manufacture of iron, and largely for agricultural purposes. Ruillway com- 
munication seems the only thing required to bring this valley into fall working, and 
some few years ago two lines were projected from the South Wales at Kidwelly —one 
to run along the limestone range, and the other to ‘intersect the valley. An Act for 
their construction was obtained by the Carmarthen and C Railway Company, as 
branches to their trunk line, which at this moment goes no further than Llandissil, 
although intended to go through Newcastie-Emlyn to Cardigan. This line itself de- 
rives its principal traffic from coal and lime, to meet the local demand. The Kidwelly 
lines were consequently called the mineral branches of the Carmarthen and Cardigan 
Railway, although separated by a distance of from nine to ten miles, traversed by the 
South Wales Railway. The connection has done much to injure the interests of the 
main line, for some of tue ofliciais taamediately opened a colliery and lime quarries, and 
secured for themselves at any cost a monopoly in the coal and lime trade. They were 
thus made content to work the line ata fearful sacrifice to its proprietors, for an indirect 
advantage to themselves as colliery and lime owners, This has all been exposed since 
the bankruptcy of the Carmarthen and Cardigan Company. 

The branches remain unfinished, and the new directors, five of whom are bondholders, 
qualified to sit on the board by the preference shareholders, Who also elected them di- 
rectors, have very nearly fallen into the error of theiy predecessors. They undertook to 
investigate the affairs of the company, and, finding them in a hopeless condition, they 
were tempted to patch up the concern as best they could. For instance, by reducing 
the nominal capital from 1,000,0002. (the amount actually consumed in making nineteen 
miles of railway, single line) to, say, 400,000/., by reducing the value of the shares to 
3s, 4d., and the bonds to 6s. 8d. in the pound. The equity of this proposal will at once 
appear when we state that the shares have all been paid in full, while the bonds have 
been discounted at aa enormous sacrifice of from 40 to 50 percent. In fact, it was stated 
in a recent meeting that the money realised by the bonds in many instances did not 
exceed 20/, in the hundred, and in some cases not more than 5/, And, further, it is ad- 
mitted that all these bonds have been illegally issued, and are irrecoverable, and that 
many of them are duplicat2. The directors, if they could succeed in arranging matters, 
proposed cutting off the branches, thus depriving the company of the mineral line, which, 
if economically made, ought to earn from § to 10 per cent. profit. We are, however, 
glad to find that the bill prepared for that purpose has been condemned on standing or- 
ders, and the shareholders who thoughtlessly gave their consent to it will have another 
opportunity of considering the suicidal policy they were drawn into. But they pro- 
posed doing more than this. Seeing the plight they are in as the holders of illegal 
bonds, worth no more than the paper they are written on, and knowing that the line 
could not, under the most advantageous circumstances, return a dividend, they aban- 
doned all hope in that direction, and looked for profits from the minerals in the Gwen- 
| draeth, which they could work without fear of competitton so long as they retained the 
| line in their power. We mean that they could secure to themselves a virtual monopoly 
| in the lime and coal trade of an extensive consuming district. This would be a great 
wrong to the proprietors of the Carmarthen and Cardigan line, and a monstrous in- 
justice to thecountry. A scheme was laid before the directors, individually they say, 
called the Kidwelly Lime and Coal Company, to which conditional support was pro- 
mised, aud we have reason to believe would have been given if the affair had not been 
exposed in time. We put the readers of the Mining Journal in possession of these 
facts, in order that they might be on their guard against speculating in Welsh railways 
and collieries, without first of ali enquiring into the facts from those who have the best 
means of knowing. We hope next week to give some particulars of the Kidwelly Lime 
and Coal Company, their scheme being still in the market. 








MINING ASSOCIATION OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


The twelfth annual meeting of this association was held on Wednesday, 
at the Craven Hotel, London. Amongst those present were Mr. William 
Mathews (Dudley); Mr. W. O. Foster, M.P. (Stourbridge); Mr. J. Hart- 
ley (Chairman of the South Staffordshire Ironmasters’ Association), Mr. 
Walter Williams, jun. (hon. sec. of the South Staffordshire Association), 


North Staffordshire Ironmasters’ Association), Mr. J. Lancaster (Chair- 
man of South Lancashire Coalmasters’ Association), Mr. J.T. Woodhouse 
(Derby), Mr. Robertson (Scotland), Mr. Beale, Mr. Binns (Nottingham 
Coalmasters’ Association); Messrs. Chambers, Potter, Peacock, and J. 
Brown (Yorkshire); Messrs. Hewlett and Booth (Lancashire), Mr. W. R. 
J. Hopkins (hon. sec. of North of England Ironmasters’ Association), Mr. 
J. W. Day (secretary), Mr. M. Peace and Mr. W. Parkes (solicitors to 
the association), and others. The first business was the election of a Pre- 
sident in the place of the late Mr. N. Wood, who died a few months ago. 

Mr. Woopuovse proposed the election of Mr. William Mathews. He 
had originally had the pleasure of proposing Mr. Wood as President, and 
he was sure they would all agree that the duties of the office were most 
efficiently performed by that gentleman. ‘They all lamented the great less 
which the association had suffered by the death of Mr. Wood; but he had 
the privilege of nominating as Chairman a gentleman who was eminently 
fitted to discharge the duties in a most efficient manner, and one who would 
bring to bear vast scientific knowledge and great practical experience. 
The proposal was carried unauimously. 

The PresipEnt, on taking the chair, stated that, though he could not 
but feel reluctant, at his time of life and considering his numerous engage- 
ments, to undertake the onerous duties which their kindness had placed 
upon him, he should, nevertheless, be happy to use his best endeavours to 
promote the success of the Association as long as he continued President. 

The Treasurer (Mr. WoopnHovse) presented a statement of accounts, 
from which it appeared that the income during the year had been 
8851. 16s, 1d., and the payments 3827, 17s. 3d.; but'there remained ar- 
rears of calls due from certain districts equal to about 200/., while the lia- 
bilities of the society amounted to upwards of 1207. A fresh call of 62. 10s. 
per million tons was authorised, and was calculated on an output of 92} 
millions of tons. 

A report of the proceedings of the committee during the past year was 
| presented. The committee have held various meetings, chiefly for the 
| consideration of matters before Parliament. The action of the committee, 
| in connection with Mr. Coppert’s Select Committee, relative to the Law 
| of Master and Servant, and Mr. Ayrron’s Select Committee to Enquire 
| into the Complaints of the Miners of Great Britain was fully detailed. 
They recommended that the association should take some action relative 
to the proposed application of the Factory Acts to the Iron Trade, and 
closed their report with a reference to the death of the President. 

The first subject discussed related to the enquiry last session into the 
State of the Law between Master and Servant, and the following resolu- 
tion was eventually passed: —‘* That the Mining Association of Great Bri- 
tain recommend a modification of the law of master and servant, so that 
magistrates may have the option either of committing to prison or im- 
posing a penalty. In the latter case, if the penalty be not paid, and there 
be not sufficierit distress, the matter to follow the course of the existing 
law.” The present State of Railway Tariffs was also discussed, and it 
was resolved ‘* That in the interest of the mining community this Asso- 
ciation should tender evidence before the Royal Commission on Rail- 
ways; that such evidence should particularly bear on the question of ter- 
minals and the interchanges of traffic with other lines, and that it should 
embrace the rights of owners of wagons, with the view of receiving an 
acknowledgment of those rights from the railway companies.” 

A cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

This is a grave misfortune for tne country, and all we would 
Suggest is that the same intelligent investigation should be applied to mines in Wales, 
asin other places. That is what we purpose doing for our readers from time to time 
48 occasion requires. 

Perhaps that part of the South Wales coal field which is the least understood is its 
Western outcrop, opening into the Gwendraeth Valley, and extending from Kidwelly to 
Mynydd-Mawr. The coal in this valley is all anthracite, varying in quality from a 
hard, brittle substance, pretty nearly pure carbon, to a dall, greasy looking mineral, 
having nearly all the properties of the finest steam coal. These seams are co-extensive 
with the coal field, and overcoming some local faults and inequalities, horizontal sec- 
tions could be drawn to show their continuance from west to east. That which is the 
most remarkable in them is the gradual change in the beds from highly bituminous coal 
in the east to the purest anthracite in the west. There are very few collieries in the 
Gwendraeth ; indeed, only two are worked to any great extent—Pontyberem and 
Mynydd-Mawr—the latter at the extreme end, and the former in the middle of the 
valley, This is, in fact, an undeveloped district, as rich in coal and iron as any part of 
the coal field. Mynydd-Mawr is connected by a tramway, four miles in length, with 
the Lianelly Railway ; and Pontyberem is connected by a canal with the South Wales 
Ratlway at Kidwelly, and the port of Pembrey. These are at present the only means 
for the carriage of coal, and they are lamentably inadequate. It is proposed to convert

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Guascow, Fer, 21.—We have had an inflated Pra-IRon market thi 
week, accompanied by a panic, and English speculators, having got pos- 
session of nearly all the available Scotch warrants, are forming the prices 
at will. Large operators, who sold some time ago, are realising what 
it is to have oversold themselves, and have now to buy back at 74s, 6d. 
iron which they sold a few weeks ago at 66s. 6d. It is reported that some 
of these speculative gentlemen are getting tight for money, and banking 
and other difficulties may cause them to realise under pressure in a de- 
clining panic. That the legitimate traffickers do not believe in the con- 
| tinuance of these prices is very clear from the result of a sale by auction, 
which took place yesterday in the chamber of M:Ewen, Bryson, and Co., 
of 22,500 tons of pig-iron. The brands were nearly wholly Ayrshire, o/fa 
quality equal to g.m.b., and although there was a good attendance of those 
in the trade, only some 2900 tons of No. 3, and 1700 tons of No. 1, found 
purchasers at the reserved bid of 62s. Gd. to 63s, 9d. Had they been 
available for warrants the whole would have gone at once, but only being 
available for consumption the great bulk had to be withdrawn, although 
offered at 10s. a ton under current quotations. 

Bar Iron remains in statu quo, so far as prices are concerned. The 
first-class makers are continuing to absorb nearly all the orders, having 
made no change in their list price, but as second-class makers are secking 
the same prices, they are booking very few orders, and they say with rea- 
son, that as they cannot manufacture with a profit they will have to sus- 
pend operations till the market adjusts itself. This is throwing men out 
of employment, and it may be difficult for them to find them after specu- 
lation shall have left the market. Foundry orders are also getting scarce, 
and one of the largest establishments in Scotland is talking of going on 
short time till trade resumes its legitimate conrse. 

The Pia-Iron market has been very excited all the week, and a large 
business has been done at daily advancing prices from 69s. 9d. to75s. To- 
day from 74s. 3d. to 75s. cash, and 75s. to 75s. 9d. amonth, was taken, 
with buyers at the highest at the close. The shipments from Scotch ports 
for the week were 8835 tons, against 11,695 same time last year: total till 
date 62,463 tons, which is a decrease of 13,109 tons. Some of the Irish 
ironworkers about Coatbridge have been implicated in the Fenian rebellion, 
but the police are ferreting them out like rats. 

Coats enjoy a steady demand, both for household and export purposes, 
and the shipments for the week very nearly approach those of the corre- 
sponding week last year, the figures being 20,890 tons, against 21,825. 
The miners’ short-time movement will no doubt shortly affect the output, 
as they not only seek to restrict the hours of labour, but they also wish to 
restrict the quantity sent up the pit by three hutches per day, and they 
have been persuaded that by pursuing this course they will, in the end, 
gain an increase of pay. Of course, it is difficult to make plain to col- 
liers that ‘‘ when the blind lead the blind they both fall into the ditch to- 
gether;” but it is plain to every reflecting man that both they and their 
advisers are off for the ditch together. The masters, generally, are conceding the 
eight-hours ro/e, if that would only satisfy the “grumblers,” but, in addition to this, 
the men, however expert hewers they may be, are compelled to send no more coal up 
the shaft than the poorest hands that ever plieda pick. But this {sa question for 
the miners themselves, and one which they should right. Of the colliers on strike 
the Govan men have commenced at the advance, but the hands at Carfin, although 
belonging to the same master, have been allowed to remain out on strike, and there 
are fears that Mr. Dixon is going to make a clean sweep there, and replace them by 
@ completely new staff. At Stevenston Colliery the men, with some half-a-dozen 
exceptions, are still out, and there is no appearance of any change. Meetings have 
been held at Coatbridge since my last, when the men were entertained to some ex- 
citing speeches, urging them to accept of no less pay than the colliers at the other 
works of the Messrs, Baird, in Ayrshire. The miners addressed promised obedience 
to the exhortation, and resolved “to join together and use every Jawful means to ob- 
tain an advance of 6d. per day,” and short time. A deputation was also appvinted to 
solicit the advance from the employers, and to call a meeting after the interview to 
take into consideration the answers which they may have received. On Tuesday night 
the deputation reported that the Gartsherrie firm had replied that the “demand was 
unreasonable at present,” and Rosehall proprietors wished the men to “ work away 
for a day or two.” The number cf hands employed at Gartsherrie is very numerous, 
and a strike would be most disadvantageous to the entire neighbourhood. A Miners’ 
Conference is to meet here on Monday next, for the purpose of receiving the reports as 
to the progress of the short-time movement throughout Scotland, and for consulting to- 
gether concerning the interests of the members of the Union. With regard to the first 
matter, we will be told that restricted hours are likely to prevail, and any further con- 
sultation will depend entirely on the questions which may emerge before that time, 
and which will be noticed in the next Journal. 

The Queen’s Rooms were crowded almost to inconvenience by a most 
respectable company on the occasion of the twelfth annual soirée in con- 
nection with the Glasgow Iron and Ironmongery Trades. Mr. R. Brown, 
of the Shotts Iron Company, presided, and was supported by a number of 
local gentlemen connected with the trade, and the following from Eng!and—Messrs. 
Moss (Birmingham), Smyth (Wolverhampton), Croley (London), and Turner (Shef- 
field). The usual tea and concomitants having been partaken of, the Chairman con- 
gratulated the assembly on the continued prosperity and great expansion of the iron 
trade in all its branches. As years rolled on he anticipated that they woald hear of 
great and rapid strides continuing to be made. Of the foundry estavlishments, some 
were trebled and quadrupied in size, and their numbers might now almost be reckoned 
by the hundred, with their enormous producing power, the largest making to the ex- 
tent of 350 tons of castings daily. The malleable ironworks, in number and extent, 
have rapidly increased. Kindred to these are those large works for the mannfacture of 
armour-plates for ships-of-war, forts, and batteries, and all classes of heavy work. Our 
iron shipbuilders still continue to hold their own against the world. We have engineers 
divided into numerous branches—makers of marine and land engines, locomotives, sugar 
machinery, &c., whose shops are indeed a wonder to behold. I would like to tell you 
something of the trade which which Lam more immediately connected—the one to which 
Glasgow and Scotland owes so much, and which is the origin of all the others —I mean 
the raw iron trade. I might teil you of its manufactare from the black and clay band 
in which it is found in this country—as also of the state in which it is worked, chiefly 
in England, on the Continent, and in America, as an ore of iron, chief amongst which 
are the beautiful hematites of Cumberland and the specular ores of Elba—till they issue 
from the furnaces in the shape of pig-iron, and by slight chemical changes and mani- 
pulation the metal is changed into malleable iron or steel. After referring to several 
other branches of the iron trade, and of several important schemes connected with it, 
the Chairman concluded by saying that there was no other trade where a man hadsncha 
good chance of succeeding. The Rev. Mr. Oliver subsequently delivered an address, and 
a good musica! programme was sustained by Miss Edith Wynne, Miss Dansmore, Mr. 
Rennolf, and Mr. Maclagan. 4 dancing assembly succeeded the concert. 

A few miles south of Stirling a new colliery has been opened on a piece 
of sterile land, at a place called East Piean, whith promises to be of some advantage to 
the proprietors. The coal is suitable either fort hold, furnace, st hip, or coking 
purposes. The colliery has been nearly a year in formation, and is very complete in its 
machinery and other appliances. M aha

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Fes, 22,—The Coal Trade has passed through considerable changes 
| since we last wrote. ‘The demand for some kinds of coal and coke con- 
| tinues good—for manufacturing coal, indeed, it may be said to be unabated, 
| and for coke it certainly cannot be complained of; but the case is, for the 
time being at any rate, somewhat different so far as the London house coal 
and steam coal are concerned. The demand for these kinds of coal has been 
slack lately, and many collieries on the Tyne and Wear have, in conse- 
quence, been laid off. The price of this kind of coal has, consequently, 
fallen considerably; but this, looking at the general condition of the trade, 
can only be a temporary lull, mainiy caused by the very mild season. 

A Coat-Curring Macutne has been got to work at the Netherton Col- 
| liery, near Morpeth, in Northumberland; but, so far, it has not achieved 
‘much. The only reason for this, however, is some defect in the arrange- 
| ment of the pipes for conveying the water to work the engine. The ma- 
chine and all the apparatus connected with it are on the plan adopted some 
time ago with much success at the Kippax Colliery, near Leeds. These 
| machines will, no doubt, ultimately be introduced into this district, but it 

is vain to expect that any impression can be made upon the labour mar- 
| ket by them for some years. ‘I'he little progress they have made since their 
first introduction sufficient!y proves this. Other means must, therefore, 
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be resorted to in order to keep the stock up, and these are not wanting. 
The men at present engaged in coal mining in Durham and Northumber- 
land are comprised of various races; not more than half of them have, we 
belive, been reared in those counties. At all times there has been an in- 
flux of men from Scotland, Cumberland, Lancashire, &c., and at all the 
great strikes this has occurred on a large scale; but the last experiment 
of this kind has been the boldest and most successful—the introduction of 
Cornishmen atCramlington. The Strike may now be considered at an end, 
the men formerly employed there having got work elsewhere: this will pro- 
mote the absorption of the Cornishmen into the general mass of Northum- 
berland pitmen, and new names and new blood will be found hereafter 
blended with the descendants of the ancient hardy Danes, Scotch, and other races which 
are commingled{in Northumberland and Durham. Thetwo pits at Cramlington are now 
regularly worked, the great bulk of men and boys employed being “ emigrants” from 
the extreme South of England, the land of ** Tin, Fish, and Copper.” These men may 
be divided into several classes, but two will serve our purpose. First, able-bodied men, 
real Cornish miners. These men can work at mining, and are doing well at Cramling- 
ton, They earn more than the stipulated minimum rate of 4s. per day —some of them 
as much as 5s. per day, and, of course, are paid what they earn, so that the best of them 
are earning at the rate of 30s. per week, and enjoy, in addition to this, a comfortable 
house, coal, and garden. It is evident that these men wil! be permanent settlers, and 
will transmit their names and blood to further generations, The second class of men 
are difficult to describe, but they have evidently been corn hands, and they cannot reach 
the minimum rate of 4s. per day, but this they receive; they will, however, shortly 
we believe be paid just what they earn, and no doubt this will have the effect of im- 
proving many of them, so far as work is concerned. From 600 to 700 tons of coal are 
now raised from the two pits at Cramlington; and, although this falls far short of the 
foymer output, yet it cannot reasonatly be complained of; and, as we have remarked, 
the experiment, although a bold and costly one, is destined to prove entirely successful. 

We mentioned some months ago theominous commencement of the “ nine- 
hours” agitation among the joiners, smiths, &c., on the northern rivers; 
the movement, we believe, extends over the whole district, from Hartle- 
pool to Biyth, and the result, as we then feared, is likely to prove disastrious. It is 
not at all likely, at any rate there is no reasoa at present to suppose, that this demand 
will be complied with, and, therefore, it is feared that strikes on an extensive scale may 
eccur. Indeed,a strike has already occurred at Hartlepool, which may be regarded as 
the first in connection with this movement, and what the end may be it appears dif- 
ficult to foresee. er . 2 

The time now approaches for the yearly ‘ bindings ’’ of the pitmen, 
which are pretty general in the county of Durham. The usual day, indeed, 
on which these bindings were held was formerly about March 21. Bat 
go eager have the men and masters been of late to enter intothis old and favourite mode 
of agreement that it has been conc uded sooner, and on Saturday next, Feb. 24, it is 
expected that many of the large collieries will proceed with their bindings. We cannot 
give a list of those works, but it is expected that it will be accomplished at the Wash- 
ington and Usworth Collieries, and other worss in that portion of the district. It is 
not expected that any great alteration will be made in the current prices, the tendency 
at any rate, will be upwards; and we may remark aiso that increased attention is given 
at most of the large works in providing improved dwellings for the men, and also in 
providing for proper drainage, and other sanitary arrangements in connection with them 

Mr. Thomas Moor, late overman of the Seaton Delaval Colliery, who

DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE, 

Fes, 22.—The demand for all qualities of iron continues good at the 
extensive works in North Derbyshire, and the same may be said with regard 
to the neighbouring county of Yorkshire. Mails in particular are in large 
request, and with the orders in hand, not only for the home market, but 
for India, the Continent, and the colonies, the trade, as the season ad- 
vances, promises to be more than usually brisk; indeed, if only a moiety 
of the bills before Parliament are passed the demand for rails will exceed 
the capabilities of the trade, so heavy are the orders at present in hand 
for foreign lines, so far as Derbyshire and Yorkshire are concerned. The 
great prodactive power of North Yorkshire is being exemplified by the fact 
that some of the very best customers, who formerly sent their orders int 
Staffordshire, find it more advantageous to purchase in the Cleveland dis- 
trict, which promises very shortly to be the great centre for the manu- 
facture of iron in the kingdom. At Staveley the extensive ironworks are 
turning ont a large quantity of iron, and the trade in the district was never 
in a healthier state than at present, whilst the prospect of business is of 
the most cheering character, and fully warrants the extensive building 
operations now being carried out intheneizghbourhood. The Coal Trade 
in the same locality is brisk, and the quantity sent by the Midland is 
largely in excess of almost any previous period. The Cobnab Colliery is 


still in the market, and the mortgagees will find some difficulty in parting 


with their bargain, notwithstanding the fact that more than 50,000/. has 
been expended in reaching the coal. At the Milton and Elsecar iron- 
works there is considerable activity, the Messrs. Dawes having some larg: 
orders on hand for India and the home markets for rails and bars, with an 
increasing enquiry for plates. The firm for some months past having fully 
tested the new furnaces of Mr. E. B. Wilson, of Glasgow, and finding 
them in every way successful, are about to apply the principle to all the 
furnaces at their works. As before stated, and from persona! observation 
they appear to be admirably adapted for consuming the smoke andecono- 
mising the quantity of fuel necessary for smelting the ore. The combus- 
tion, it may be stated, is carried on inversely to the old practice, the coal 
being put in at the top of the furnace, and in descending has to pass 
through the already burning coal, so that the carbon vapour from the fuel 
is raised to a great height. and causes its complete combustion. The great 
heat evolved, and the saving in fuel as well, will, doubtless, cause Mr. 
Wilson’s invention to be adopted by the trade generally. 

The extraordinary tests applied to the plates of Messrs. Brown and Co. 
and Mesers. Cammell, or Saturday, have given the greatest satisfaction, 
and Sheffield is justly proud of having been able to turn ont plates which 
can resist the heaviest shot brought againstthem. Yet it is believed that 
plates of still greater cenacity can be produced, and, in the hands of such 
men as Brown and Cammeii, there can be little doubt that time will show 
still greater woaders can be done in iron armour for our Navy. Inde- 
pendent of the large orders on hand for armonr-plates, the trade in Shef- 
field has scarcely ever been in a better state, the quantity of manufactured 
goods shipped to the United States alone during January reaching to 
nearly 107,0002. In the Cleveland district business is remarkably brisk. 
most of the masters having large contracts on hand for pig and manufac- 
tured iron. Unfortunately, the demand for an increase of wages has 
found its way into that flourishing locality. and the men at the extensive 
works of Messrs. Bolekow and Vaughan (Limited) are now out onstrike. 
The keepers require an advance of 3d. per ton, the chargers 2d., and the 
slaggers 2d. per ton. ‘The ironmasters have had a meeting, and agreed 
to sapport the company in resisting the demand made, which, if acceded 
to, would seriously interfere with the trade of the district. 

There is little change in the state of the South Yorkshire Coal Trade 
The open character of the weather has operated unfavourably for coal for 
household purposes, while the favourite Silkstone, more especially for the 
London market, has been comparatively quiet. ‘The enquiry for coke is 
good, and makers find a ready sale for all they can produce, principally 
for the extensive works in Lincolashire, of the Trent, and the iron-making 
districts in Yorkshire. A large number of engineers at Hull are now ont 
on strike, having asked for an increase in their wages of 6d. per day. 
However, as one or two firms have conceded the demand, and others 
a concession, there is every prospect that the dispute will-be amic- 
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offered 
ably arranged. ; 

The trade throughout Lancashire continues in the same state as pre- 
viously noticed, the trade to the United States for nearly all quality o 
goods being remarkably brisk, whilst the coal trade continues good. At 
Wigan, on Saturday, there was a singular omission on the part of the 
Legislature brought to notice. It appears that in several of the coal-get- 
ting localities in Lancashire women and young females are employed in 
and about mines. The Legislature very wisely made laws prohibiting 
boys under a certain age from being employed in collieries, but, unfortu- 
nately, did not inclade giris. The consequence has been that girls appear to be exten- 
sively employed in certain localities. On Saturday last an inquest was held at King’s 
Moss, near Wigan, on the body of agiri named Ellen Hampton, 12 years of age, who, 
on the firet day of her being employed at a colliery, in shunting wagons was driven 
between the buffera of one against au engine, and so much injared that she died on 
Thursday last. As the leading members of the Miners’ Association are now in London, 
getting ap evidence for the parliamentary commission, !t is to be hoped that the ques- 
tion of the employment of females In collieries will not be overlooked. 

At the West Riding and Grimsby Railway Company meeting. on Wed- 
ne'ay, it was agreed to create new share capital to the extent of 60,000/., in 10/. shares. 
It wa: stated that as soon as the rails were provided by the Parkgate Company the 
line would be opened, giving direct communication to the mouth of the Humber. The 
shareholders of the Great Northern Railway have subscribed upwards of 1500/. for a 
testimontal to Mr. Denison, who for many years was Member for the West Riding, and 
Chairman of the board. At the request of Mr. Denison, 10001. is to be paid towards 
the erecti {a church at New England, near Peterborough, where the company have 
extensive works . va a DA 

There have been a few companies formed under the Limited Liability 
Act which have not been so successful as the promoters represented, and 
the result has been that the original shareholders have lost faith in the un- 
dertakings, and cone or two wil have to be wound-up ia the Court of 


Chancery. The Chesterfield and Midland Silkstone Company is now 
undergoing that operation, but the encumbrances which stand in the 
way of the liquidation of the borrowed capital will be a serious impe- 
diment to the disposal of the property, unless the mortgagees are willing 
to stand a positive loss. The company have also a number of liabi- 
lities incurred by them which are not secured, and the hope of a 
dividend for this class of creditors is small indeed. ‘The Staveley Coal 
and Iron Company forms a very bright contrast to some of the other 
concerns which were formerly worked by private capital. They have just 
declared a dividend for the half-year ending Dec. 30, 1865, of 5/. per 
share on the old shares, and 16s, 8d. per share on the new shares, which 
is rather more than 12} per cent. upon the paid-up and borrowed ca- 
pital of the company. Since the formation of the company the business 
has been carried on with great skill and unwearying enterprise by Mr, 
Charles Markham, the managing director, and the shareholders must be 
congratulated upon the satisfactory position of their affairs, Mr. Mark- 
ham was a very able engineer when on the Midland Railway, and the direc- 
tors were sorry to part with him. The Sheepbridge Company have the 
whole of their furnaces in full operation, The Tapton Coal and Iron Company are push- 
ing forward their pumping, but they have a vast body of water to lift, and many per- 
sons consider it will be a longer and more difficult task to master it than was at first 
anticipated. They have, however, a very powerful and substantial plant, which ap- 
pears likely,'under all ordinary circumstances, to accomplish the work. The Whitting- 
ton Colliery and Estate Company are working what remains of the coal at the Foxley 
Oaks Pit—a comparatively modern colliery, nearly exhausted, The company have in 
their take something like between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 tons of coal—as they estimate 
it—which requires getting, but, unfortunstely, if they wish to get it they must sink a 
new shaft. The Foxley Oaks shaft, as is now proved, was sunk in the wrong place, 
It is at the summit of the hill, instead of being in the valley, as is now found out ata pain- 
ful cost. The deep coal on the estate is first-class, but the getting of it in the present 
position of the company is a matter for future serious consideration. There is a proba- 
bility of two large collieries being started in the Scirland district in the course of the 
present year. Negociations are now going on for the leasing of a large tract of mine- 
rals, and if this object can be accomplished satisfactorily the rest will follow. 

A deputation from the National Miners’ Association have been holding meetings of 
miners in different parts of Derbyshire during the past and present week, the object be- 
iug to induce the men to form a Union,‘and their efforts have been very successful. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 

Fer, 22.—The Iron Trade, beth of North and South Staffordshire, 
remains quiet, but steady, and, whilst several of the works are short of 
orders in some departments, others are pretty fully employed, though in 
few cases are there orders on hand for any length of time beforehand, 
Pig-Iron is firm in price, and, as a result, finished iron cannot be bought, | 
or rather cannot be sold, much below the trade rates. 

In North Staffordshire the Ravensdale Ironworks of Mr. W. Bates is 
closed, owing to a dispute about the employment of a manager to whom 
the men object. There had been, a few days previously, a dispute as to 
the quality of iron supplied tothe puddlers, and on this being adjusted the 
other cause of dissension arose. Mr. Bates has, in consequence of the dis- 





pute, closed the whole of his works, which throws about 600 men and boys 
outof employment. In South Staffordshire all the puddlers in the employ 
of one firm left work last Thursday, and did not return till Tuesday night, | 
because their employers would not discharge a manager to whom they had 
taken an objection. At another establishment the men have been out a 
week because the pig-iron served out to them to work up was “ too gray.” 
At a third they gave notice, and were out as long, because their employers

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 





Fes, 22.—During the past week a slight improvement has been mani-

accession of orders. Therefore there is hope that, although business dur- 

ing the current quarter, up to the present time, has not been so active as 
was expected, the closing portion of it will be satisfactory. The works are | 
tolerably active, bat makers complain of the irregular way in which speci- 
fications are sent in. The American markets are taking a moderate quan- | 
tity, but the same would be immediately increased if it were not for the | 
import duties question, about the result of which so much uncertainty ex- 
ists; orders are, consequently, held back, and makers, as a rule, refuse to 

enter into any contracts of a speculative character. There is a general | 
belief that the Chilian difficulty will soon be at an end, as stated last week; | 
and, in anticipation of this taking place, old orders, which at the com- 

mencement of the war were put aside, are again brought forward. The 

South American markets have always been large purchasers of South 

Wales iron, and there are good grounds to hope that this will continue to 

be the case. Activity characterises business with the East, and a few large 

shipments of rails have lately left the South Wales ports for India. The 

panic of last year may now be said to be fairly got over, and a brisk de- 

mand from the East is confidently looked forward to. There is a fair en- | 
quiry from the continental markets, and European buyers of rails bestow 

an average amount of patronage on South Wales. In pig-iron there is no 

material change to report.

A large number of 

vessels laden with steam coal have cleared out and sailed from the different 

ports during the past few days; and, should the weather continue, the ex- 

ports of steam coal will for some time to come be large. There is a better 

demand for house qualities, in consequence of the advent of colder weather. 

An excellent quality of pig-iron is now produced at the Yniscedwyn 

Works, near Swansea, which is realising 5/. per ton in the Staffordshire 

markets.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The committee of Freneh coalowners has just published its annual ez- 
posé on the state of the coal trade in France. After having analysed 
the elements of the prodaction of France, England, Belgium, and Prussia, 
the committee treats of the question of the development of the coal produc- 
tion of France. The exposé contains, in fact, the following chapters:— 
Canals and rivers in 1865; the question of internal navigation in the Corps 
Legisiatif in 1865; the same question in the Senate in 1865; the improvement of in- 
ternal navigations and the suppression of toils, from the coal trade point of view; the 
suppression or reduction of tariffs on rivers and canals; the works to be executed on 
rivers and canals. It will be seen that the question of internal navigations hag become 
one of the stirring topics of the moment. ‘To some of these matters we may possibly 
make future reference, There is no revival of activity to notice in connection with the 
movement of affairs In the St. Dizler group. Pg for refining has only nominal qaota- 
tions. In connection with supplies of combustibles, it may be observed that the Eastern 
of France Ral!way Company, in order to meet the necessities of the case, has organised 
on the St. Dizier line two new supplementary trains, one coming direct from Laon, At 
the last forgemasters’ fair, at Beaancon, a sufficiently active demand was noted to induce

THE LONDON ASSOCIATION OF FOREMEN ENGINEERS. 


‘The thirteenth anniversary of the formation of this flourishing and useful 
society was celebrated on Saturday, by a public dinner at the Freemasons’ 
Tavern, Mr. John R. Ravenhill, C.E., presided, and Mr. James Stabler 
filled the vice-chair. Among those present (numbering in all 220 persons ) 
were Joseph Samuda, M.P., E. J. Reed (chief constructor of the Navy), 
Captain Clarke, R.E. (director of engineering works, Admiralty), Edward 
Humphrys, Robert Mallet, C.E., Commander Reed, R.N., James Robertson, James Simp- 
son, Thompson, W. Keyte, John Penn, jan., David Walker, Thomas Sansom, J. M. 
Oubridge, J. Briggs, the President of the Association (Mr, Joseph Newton), the Kev. 
D. Greatorex, and many other gentiemen of note. 

from the report which was read by the Secretary (Mr. D. Walker) it appeared that 
the various departments of the association had continued to progress during the past 
year. The number of members had greatly increased, many of them holding positions 
of considerable importance in the trade. Twenty-five hon. members had been enrolled, 
two ordinary members had withdrawn, and three had been removed by death. An ef- 
fective list vi eighty-seven ordinary members remained, and fifty hon. members, mak- 
ing atotal of 157. The funds had steadily increased, although this year theclaims upon 
them had been unusually heavy. The receipts for the year amounted to 2152. 10s.; 
expenditure, 1531. 4s. 04gd.; leaving a balance of 327, 6s. 544d, which added to last 
year’s stock (3962. 108, 5d.) made the present fund 4287.17s. 1d. Various new standard 
works and scientific periodicals had been added to the library, and the books had been 
rearranged, and a catalogue prepared. The superannuation fund is now an accomplished 
fact, the sum proposed by Mr. Grissell as a nucleus having been realised, and 5412. 15s, in- 
vested in purchase of 6007. worth of stock in the Three per Cents. 

The CHatrMAN, in giving “ Prosperity to the London Association of Foremen En- 
gineers,” remarked that it was now some 14 years since 16 members of the trade putdown 
5s. each as an earnest of their sincerity in forming the association. Since then, as they 
were aware, the institution had gradually progressed, and now it was in a position which 
he thought called for general congratulation. He had watched the association with some 
interest. From what he knew of it he thought if it continued to be conducted as it had 
been it was deserving of the support o! all the employers of the metropolis. 

Mr. J. NewTon (/’resident of the association) responded. In the course of his remarks 
he dwelt particularly on the fact that this association had nothing whatever to do with 
trade disputes, such questions never being allowed to be introduced into its meetings ; that 
its great objects were to create and foster a good feeling among employers and employed ;

He 
felt confident that all who’ would enquire into the matter would admit that it was as much 
the interest of the employer as those in his service that such an association should exist. 

Among the numerous other toasts of the evening were those of the “ House of Com- 
mons,” * Iron Shipbuilding,” and the ** Founders of the Association,” which were seve- 
rally and eloquently responded to by Messrs. Samuda, M.P., E. J. Reed, and Mr. Keyte, 
The proceedings throughout were of an exceedingly pleasant character, and the midnight 
hour had arrived before they were completely ended.
